In the numerous discussions of the battle of the Sea 
f Japan but iittle note seems to have been made of the 
valuable assistance given the Japanese by their torpedo- 
hoats and destroyers. In fact some writers have belit- 
tled the value of these craft and have asserted that in- 
stead of a benefit they were a detriment to the fighting 
efficiency of the line of battle under Adniiral Togo. <A 
careful reading of the reports made on this important en- 
gagement brings to light the real use for torpedoboats in 
a general action, especially when that action, as in the 
case under discussion, continued more than the period of 
a single day. During the night intervening between the 
beginning of the battle of the Sea of Japan and its dis- 
astrous conclusion the Japanese torpedoboats were em- 
ployed in harassing the enemy, and here lies the real 
value of these vessels in an action of the type given. As 
soon as the battleships and cruisers drew out of fire on 
account of darkness the fleet of torpedoboats began their 
attacks, preventing anything like concerted action by the 
Russian commanders,. in preparation for the resumption 
of the battle which was sure to re-commence with the ad- 
vent of another day, and making impossible any repairs 
during the night. They also kept the crews of the Rus- 
sian ships at quarters all night, following a day of un- 
usual fatigue. Even though, as is claimed, these craft 
did no actual damage to the enemy, the Russian line was 
kept in a state of confusion and anxiety nearly the entire 
time between the cessation of the first day’s fighting and 
the attack of the next day, and the loss of the entire tor- 
pedo fleet would have been more than compensated for by 
ihe bewildering effect of the night attacks. We see here 
the value of the torpedoboat as an adjunct to the actual 
lighting line, and it will well repay careful analysis to 
letermine the tactics necessary to give the maximum ef- 
fect to these attacks by the smaller units of the fleet. 
lhe moral effect of a series of night attacks on a wea- 
ried and sorely beset enemy can only be estimated by a 
omparison of the condition of the Japanese ships and 
heir crews with the demoralized state of the crews and 
officers of the half-beaten Russians. Under the cirecum- 
stances of the battle of the first day, and of the sueceed- 
ing night, no consultations could have been held by the 
Russian commanders with the Admiral, for each captain 
iad his hands full in protecting his ship from the attacks 
f the Japanese torpedoboats. Even the replenishment of 
umunition supply was gravely interfered with on board 
he Russian ships, and as a result the Japanese in the 
iorning attacks the day following the main action found 
heir enemy completely at their mercy, no repairs having 
wen made and the Russian crews were in a state of al- 
nost complete collapse from fatigue, lack of sleep and 
nxiety. Throughout the naval campaign between the 
japanese and their enemy the work of the torpedoboats 
was done in darkness, their ability to approach a vessel 
nperceived multiplying their value and greatly increas- 
ig the danger, 

Scientific interest in wireless telegraphy will be great- 

increased by the experiments conducted 
curing Vresident Roosvelt’s recent cruise from New 
Orleans to Hampton Roads on the U.S.S. West. Virginia, 
‘he navy yard at Washington was frequently in com- 
iunication with the President’s ship while she was 
passing through the Gulf of Mexico, 1,000 miles away, 
ond this fact is all the more remarkable when it is ecou- 
sidered that the messages were transmitted mostly over- 
land. Major George O. Squier and Capt. William 
Mitchell, both of the Signal Corps of the Ariny, sta- 
tioned at Fort Leavenworth, also tried to communicate 
with the West Virginia while she was in the Gulf, but 
fiiled, although they received messages from Key West 
vnd intercepted a message sent from a merchant ship 
off the west coast of Florida. These tests show that 
wireless messages can be sent overland for much greater 
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distances than had been thought possible, and will prob- 
ably lead to a great extension of the wireless system. 
The system already extends along the coast from Cape 
Cod to New Orleans, but it will doubtless be so en- 
larged as to include the Panama Canal Zone. It is pos- 
sible, however, that the extension may be delayed by im- 
portant litigation which has arisen among the Marconi, 
Fessenden and De Forest systems. The Marconi people 
have sued the rival companies for infringement of pat- 
ents, and their contention has been upheld by the courts 
with the result that unless the judgment is reversed ou 
appeal the De Forest company must either refrain from 
the use of certain important appliances or pay for the 
privilege. As the case stands now the Government will 
hardly be disposed to undertake any considerable ex- 
tension of the wireless system until it is assured that it 
can be made entirely secure in the use of patents. For 
that reason it is to be hoped that the controversy among 
the rival companies may be speedily adjusted. 

Press despatches from Vokio announcing the purpose 
of Japan to increase her army from thirteen divisions to 
twenty in order that she may be better prepared to dis- 
charge the obligations imposed by the alliance with Eng- 
land show that Japan is in no danger of the fate which 
various European critics predicted for her during ‘the 
late war. Those gentlemen were quite convinced that if 
Japan emerged from the war victorious she would soon 
lapse into a condition of lethargic content, that her mili- 
tary vigor would waste away and that the lessons of her 
triumph would soon be forgotten. The announcement 
from Tokio completely refutes these gloomy forebodings, 
and indicates that Japan is fully resolved to shoulder 
the burdens, heavy as they are, of her victory and make 
herself a worthy ally of England. It is stated that, hav- 
ing organized an army of twenty divisions, two divisions 
will be stationed in the Liaotung Peninsula for the pro- 
tection of the vailroads, and two in Corea. It is obvious 
from this arrangement that Japan is resolved to be on 
guard against surprise in Manchuria and that the settle- 
ment of the status of Corea shall not be disturbed. Her 
prompt recognition of the increased responsibilities im- 
posed upon her by recent events completely fulfils the 
following forecast published four months ago in the 
Military Mail of London: ‘That after the first flush of 
triumph the Japanese nation will slip into that lethargic 
mood which captured Great Britain within a few months 
of the close of the late Boer war we do not believe. 
They will go on perfecting, as distinct from reforming, 
ever keeping before their eyes the vision of a day when, 
without warning, the cloud will suddenly burst again. 
Would that our Ministers could be taught so to look 
into the future that they would not hesitate in sacrificing 
popularity in order to complete an army which, though 
second to none in bravery and obedience, is the subject 





of sad neglect.” 
a 

Capt. Ulysses G. MecAlexander, 13th U.S. Inf., in a 
paper published in the Journal of the Military Service 
Institution, maintains that in arranging for future ma- 
neuvers by the Army special care should be exercised in 
choosing umpires. He holds that umpires should be 
selected only from groups of officers of proved ability 
and large experience, preferably from the higher grades, 
and that none should be below the grade of captain. 
The chief umpire should be one of the most capable offi- 
tactician, free from 
who is broad 


available, particularly as a 
bias, tactful, dignified and resourceful, 
enough to grasp all the elements he will have to deal 
with, and courageous enough to state conditions as he 
finds them. “One of the most noticeable features in the 
maneuvers at American Lake, Washington, and Camp 
Atascadero, California,” says Captain MeAlexander, 
“was the active partizanship shown by many umpires. 
Nothing could be more injurious and wrong. ‘The um- 
pire must note conditions, giving particular attention to 
numbers, dispositions, morale, the effect of unexpected 
contact with hostile troops, how officers and men acted 
when surprised, the effect of fire, formations taken, ete. 
The rules for umpires have been published by the War 
Department. From observations at the maneuvers of 
1903, there was seen to be entirely too few umpires; this 
was true at American Lake and at Manassas, and but 
for the unusual appreciation of this fact by him, and the 
timely and urgent requests of the division commander 
for officers, the maneuvers at Camp Atascadero wou!d 
have irreparably suffered.” 
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One of the most gratifying incidents of the recent yel- 
low fever epidemic in New Orleans is the fact that the 
troops, non-commissioned officers and men, stationed 
at Jackson Barracks, only 150 feet from the nearest point 
of infection, all passed through the visitation without de- 
veloping a single case of the disease. “It was in the en- 
forcement of health regulations,” says the New Orleans 
Picayune, “coupled with a fine system of discipline, that 
Major Charles J, Bailey, commander of Jackson Bar- 
racks, and Capt. Hugh LaF. Applewhite and Capt. John 
C. Goodfellow, commanders of the 91st and 4th Compa- 
nies of Coast Artillery, respectively, rendered valuable 
assistance and co-operated in keeping the fever out of the 
post, and they will doubtless be accorded a fair share of 
the credit for the great work which was accomplished and 
which will go down in history as being without a parallel, 
the conditions considered. The officers and men were not 
in the least disturbed by the appearance of the fever on 
the streets bordering the post on either side, and the gen- 
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eral feeling of security which obtained was unquestion- 
ably inspired by the realization that the expert who was 
detailed there was fully qualified to take care of their 
health, and that through his unrelenting care and energy 
no stegomyia fasciata existed in the barracks. The truth 
is the officers and soldiers would have circulated freely in 
the city at any and all hours, if it had been left to them, 
but it was necessary to impose certain restrictions, which 
were observed, and yet did not work any hardships upon 
the soldiers.”

We last week quoted Mr. R. P. Hobson, late of the 
Navy, as stating, in a public speech, that “it is enjoined 
upon every officer and enlisted man to attend to the ser- 
vice of God.” There is some mistake here! Since he 
says, “every fourth Sunday you will hear a clause some- 
thing like this,” in referring to the above incorrect quo- 
tation, it is to be inferred that he had in mind Article 2 
of the Articles for the Government of the United States 
Navy, which Article, while truly “something like,” is still 
essentially different in meaning from the “clause” quoted 
by Mr. Hobson. It reads as follows: “* * * and it 
is earnestly recommended to all officers, seamen and oth- 
ers in the naval service diligently to attend at every per- 
formance of the worship of Almighty God.’ The Consti- 
tution of the United States guarantees religious liberty 
to all, even to those in military service, and it is there- 
fore manifestly impossible for either officer or man to 
be “enjoined” to attend apy religious service, Christian 
or otherwise. There are officers and men in the Navy 
who are Jews, Mohammedans, Buddhists, Shintoists, ete., 
and all these are protected by the Constitution from be- 
ing ordered or “enjoined” to attend a Christian service. 
The custom of hoisting the church pennant (which hap- 
pens to bear a blue cross and not a white one, as Mr. 
Hfobson has it) above the ensign is objected to, as giving 
a false impression, especially to foreigners, that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States recognizs a supremacy of 
the (Christian) church over the State; which, under the 
Constitution, it cannot do. Art. 259, N.R., does provide, 
however, that “the religious tendencies of officers and 
men shall be recognized and encouraged,” and Art. 260, 
that the religious institutions and customs of foreign 
countries shall be respected.

Rear Admiral Thomas, superintendent of the Naval 
Training Service, inspected the training station at Nor- 
folk this week. Although the various recruiting parties 
sent out by the Navy Department are working diligently 
the Service has now only 30,800 men, although the au- 
thorized maximum is 37,000. The standard of physical 
requirement for the Service is too high for a majority of 
the applicants. Last year 42,000 applicants were exam- 
ined and only 11,000 admitted. The secret of the difli- 
culty in getting enlistments is this, combined with the ef- 
fect of the great prosperity throughout the country. Work 
is plentiful and wages are high. Men, whose terms of enlist- 
ment have expired, find lucrative work ready for their 
hands and in many cases are willing to stay ashore either 
permanently or for‘a time. This causes a loss in valu- 
able material. But when the present era of prosperity 
wanes the Navy Department expects it will have plenty 
of applicants from which to choose, both old bluejackets 
and raw recruits. Some-ofticers are not so gloomy about 
the difficulty in getting recruits for the naval service as 
might be expected. They think the shortage may result 
in the placing out of commission of various nondeseript 
warcraft of doubtful value as fighting units. 
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There has been a great deal of profitless speculation 
in various quarters as to whether President Roosevelt 
went beyond the territorial limits of the United States 
in the course of his recent trip on the eruiser West Vir- 
ginia from New Orleans to Hampton Roads. There is, 
of course, nothing in the constitution, or the laws to 
prevent the President from leaving the country during 
his term of office, but it is an unwritten law that he 
shall not do so. But he is Commander-in-Chief of the 
Navy, and as an American warship can never become 
foreign territory, he could hardly absent himself from 
the jurisdiction of the I'nited States on board such a 
vessel. Wherever a ship of the Navy goes she is still 
an American possession, and in international law would 
doubtless be regarded as American territory. 





The Army and Navy Gazette calls attention to the 
share the army has had in British naval victories. In 
the eighteenth century, it was ore of its first duties to 
provide men to complete the complements of ships, and in 
1739, for the expedition to Cartagena, ten line battalions 
were practically emptied to serve as marines. Wolfe re- 
garded the prospects of a war with France as promising 
certain employment for his regiment on board ship. The 
militia, also, towards the end of the century, had a con- 
siderable share in manning the fleet, and on board the 
Victory, at Trafalgar, was Lieut. Frederick Robertson 
with forty non-commissioned officers and men of the 
Royal Artillery.

Appended to the annual report of the Board of Visit- 
ors to the United States Military Academy, the important 
portions of which we published last week, is an interest- 
ing report by Capt. Herman J. Koehler, U.S.A., master 
of the sword at the Academy, on the growth of cadets 
who were below five feet six inches in height at the time 
of their admission to the institution. None but cadets 
now in the Academy are represented in the figures. Fif- 
ty-eight, all of whom were below five feet six inches when 
they entered, are dealt with in the calculations, their av- 
erage height on admission being 64.44 inches. The aver- 
age growth of these cadets during a period of about six- 
teen months was 0.30 inches. Seventeen showed no 
change; five gained 0.1 inch; seven gained 0.2 inch; six 
gained 0.3 inch; four gained 0.4 inch; eight gained 0.5 
inch; four gained 0.6 inch; two gained 0.7 inch; two 
gained 0.9 inch, and three gained 1 inch. The ages ranged 
as follows: Four were seventeen years old; fifteen were 
eighteen; fifteen were nineteen; thirteen were twenty; 
six were twenty-one, and five were twenty-two years of 
age. The average rate of growth of the different ages 
was as follows: Seventeen years, 0.25 inch; eighteen 
years, 0.28 inch; nineteen years, 0.493 inch; twenty 
years, 0.27 inch; twenty-one years, 0.267 inch, and twen- 
ty-two years, 0.02 inch. “Placing the standard of height 
where it is to-day,” says Captain Koehler, ‘“‘was no doubt 
done upon the supposition that a young man who was 
below the average standard—which is about 68.25 inches 
—at admission at this Academy, would develop a rate of 
growth greater than that of those who were of average 
height, or just below or above it. From the figures pre- 
sented it will be noticed that such, however, is not the 
case. Of the cases cited a trifle over 29 per cent. do not 
show any change, while 60 per cent. show a rate of 
growth that is smaller than that of the average growth 
of an average class, Should these fifty-eight young men 
have enjoyed the average growth of the entire class their 
height would average 64.84 inches, which is still nearly 
four inches less than that of an average cadet.” 
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In a communication signed “Navy,” which appears in 
the New York Herald, the author maintains that the 
amalgamation of the Engineer Corps with the line, as 
effected by the Personnel Act, was not entirely bad, after 
all. He holds, however, that something must be done to 
obtain engineers to take the places of the members of the 
old Engineer Corps, who will soon disappear from the 
active service, and as a means to that he urges that in- 
creased inducements be offered to young officers who are 
willing to specialize in engineering duty.

Major Cassius E. Gillette, Corps of Engineers, U.S. 
A., who was engaged a few months ago by the Mayor 
of Vhiladelphia to investigate various charges of cor- 
ruption in the execution of contracts for construction 
on the water works and boulevards of that city, bas 
submitted a report which discloses an amazing system 
of conspiracy and fraud. It appears that for the work 
on the filtration plant and two boulevards the city has 
paid or pledged the enormous sum of $18,761,000, where- 
as Major Gillette states that if honestly done in a first- 
class manner on a basis of twenty per cent. profit for 
the contractor the work should not have cost more than 
$12,480,000. In other words, there than 
$6,000,000 of graft in the work which went into the 
pockets of dishonest contractors, bosses and political 
corruptionists. Sut still more terrible than the gigantic 
theft of the people’s money is the sacrifice of human

lives involved in this far-reaching conspiracy. 
supply of Philadelphia is dangerously impure, and the 
municipal government has projected an extensive filtra- 
tion plant to purify it. Major Gillette declares that with 
proper effort the plant could have been completed by 
Jan. 1, 1904, but it is still incomplete. Since the date 
above mentioned there have been 11,978 cases of typhoid 
fever in the city, of which 1,200 were fatal—and all, or 
nearly all, of those cases, Major Gillette believes, would 
have been avoided if the city had been supplied with 
filtered water. Rarely, if ever, have official corruption 
and political debauchery demanded such an appalling 
sacrifice of human life. 
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Some highly instructive experiments with flying ma- 
chines have recently been made in France, the result of 
which will doubtless persuade the authorities of other 
countries to give increased attention to the value of such 


craft for military ,.rposes. It was demonstrated not 
only that airships of certain types can be controlled and 
steered, but that they can be used successfully for taking 
photographs of or dropping explosives upon fortifications 
and other military positions. It is to be hoped, therefore, 
that Congress at its coming session may make liberal 
provision for airship and balloon experiments under the 
direction of the Signal Corps of the Army. Brig. Gen. 
Adolphus W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., is 
deeply interested in the subject, and if provided with the 
necessary means, he would in all likelihood duplicate if 
not surpass the best achievements of the French. With 
regard to the dropping of explosives from balloons in time 
of war, the situation is interesting. The Hague Confer- 
ence of 1899 agreed that such practices should be prohib- 
ited for a period of five years, That period expired while 
the late war in the Far East was still in progress and 
there was nothing to prevent either belligerent from using 
balloons from which to hurl explosives upon the camps 
of the other. It is creditable to both nations that noth- 
ing of the kind was done, In order, however, that no 
method so appalling may prevail in the next war, The 
Hague agreement of 1899 should be renewed, and we be- 
lieve that a proposition to re-establish it permanently 
would be heartily and perhaps unanimously approved by 
the great Powers. 
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In the London Times of Oct. 20 appears an article deal- 
ing with the question of whether Great Britain should 
affirm the American contention for the exemption of pri- 
vate property from seizure in time of war. The author 
pays a high tribute to the officers of the United States 
Navy who served in the Civil. War. He says: “I may, 
perhaps, be allowed to say that the history of war by 
land as well as by sea gives us little encouragement to 
hope that the exemption could be so ensured. During 
two years of the American War of Secession L was first 
lieutenant of one of His Majesty's ships employed in 
seeing that our rights as neutrals were not infringed. I 
may say that all of us employed on this service soon 
learned to appreciate highly the conduct of the United 
States naval officers engaged in frustrating the efforts of 
neutral blockade-runners, of which latter I once counted 
thirty-six in the little harbor of Nassau, New Providence. 
The loyalty, tact, and ability of the officers of the Unit- 
ed States Navy never failed, and the admiration felt for 
them amongst our own officers led to the formation of 
some lasting friendships. It was not, however, naval 
means alone that were relied upon to stop blockade-run- 
ning. Vessels, often of the sailing variety, carried car- 
goes from Europe to Bermuda, Nassau, and Havana, at 
which places they were transshipped to fast blockade- 
runners. It was easier to capture the cargo-bringing ves- 
sels, before they had got within three miles of the port 
of transshipment, than to capture the fast steamers mak- 
ing short rushes to the blockaded ports.” 
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That service in the Philippine Constabulary does not 
appeal very strongly to the fancy of bright young Amer- 
icans seems reasonably clear from an experiment recently 
instituted by the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War 
Department. Capt. Frank MeIntyre, 19th U.S. Inf., Act- 
ing Chief of the Bureau, not long ago invited the author- 
ities of nearly a hundred schools and colleges in the Unit- 
ed States, where military training is given, to name can- 
didates from among their graduates for appointment as 
third lieutenants in the Constabulary, the organization 
requiring many additional officers of the lower grade. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the pay of a third lieuten- 
ant of Constabulary is about $1,100, fewer than twenty 
candidates have applied from the institutions to which 
Captain McIntyre addressed his invitation, the officials 
of a large number of the schools and colleges explaining 
that their graduates were in great demand in the business 
world, where the opportunities for advancement appeared 
to be greater than in the Constabulary service. If there 
is any lesson in this development it is that the naval and 
military or quasi-military service does not offer to ambi- 
tious and enterprising young men the inducements which 
await them in commercial life. In business life the in- 
creased cost of living has been largely offset by an in- 
crease of pay, but this is not true of the Army and Navy. 
It may some day dawn upon our statesmen that if we 
are to get the right kind of young men into the military 
services we must give them something approximating the 
rate of pay they can command in civilian vocations. 
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Capt. John E. McMahon, A.C., U.S.A., in an essay on 
file in the military information division, shows how im- 
portant it is that all arms of the Service, and the Na- 
tional Guard as well, should unite in getting the <Artil- 
lery of the Army in the most effective shape. “It is evi- 
dent,” he says, “that in our future battle the Infantry 
soldier must become accustomed to the idea that the si- 
lence of the guns does not presage disaster, and that both 
Infantry and Artillery must have a clear understanding 
of the principles which govern the attack and of the part 
each is to play in the combat. Unless this understanding 
is arrived at in time of peace, unless the details of the 
system are incorporated in our text books and practised 
on the maneuver grounds until their execution is thor- 
oughly familiar to all, we may rest assured that, when 
we are hurried into war against a really efficient modern 
army, we will meet with the disastrous fate which our 
more than foolish military policy has so long invited, but 
which we have so far managed to avert, as has been 
wittily said, by the intelligent selection of our ad- 


versaries.” The Artillery duel, as Captain McMahon 
shows, is no longer possible. The Artillery will remain 
silent under cover until the enemy exposes himself. Then 
a sudden burst of fire, which the French have well named 
a “rafale’’ or squall, is let loosé, and the guns become si- 
lent again until a fresh opportunity presents itself. 
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In a letter to the Herald one of the crew of the U.S.S. 
Texas relates an incident in proof of the excellent under- 
standing that exists between the officers and men of that 
vessel. He says: “While our ship was making her cruise 
in Maine one of our seamen, Albert E. Arrowsmith, met 
a young lady of Rockland, Me., Miss Alice M. Brown. 
When we came to the navy yard he obtained fifteen days’ 
leave of absence and went up to Maine and secured his 
prize. His home being in Georgia necessitated his stop 
over in Norfolk, Va., for one day, so he came aboard in- 
stead of going to a hotel. His reception was one that 
could only be reproduced at home. The captain and ex 
ecutive officers met the young couple with congratulations 
and good wishes in abundance and then allowed the other 
officers and crew to pay their respects. Captain Bicknell 
gave them exclusive use of his cabin during their stay of 
a few hours and then extended his charge ten days’ ex- 
tension on his leave.’ The writer adds: ‘Our officers 
are always willing and ready to assist us in any way to 
make our time pleasant, and we are glad to acknowledg 
the many favors received at their hands.” 
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Capt. Henry T. Allen, U.S.A., brigadier general and 
Chief of the Philippine Constabulary, has addressed two 
letters to the officers of the constabulary with respect to 
certain modifications in method and practice required by 
changing conditions. The second letter says in part: 
“New conditions require, while maintaining cohesion and 
discipline in ranks, that sound instruction in civic duties 
receive first consideration. For this reason it is desirabk 
that the military phase of our work be less pronounced 
and that in the future civic titles take precedence as far 
as practicable in all orders and correspondence. It is not 
meant that in any of the essentials of discipline, instruc 
tion, conduct, dress, ete., we should become less soldierly : 
but in the general dealings with provincial and other offi- 
cials it is essential that the position of the Constabulary 
as a loyal and actively interested element of the Civil 
Government be made clear and unmistakable. If any of 
our officers feel disappointed that the military feature of 
the Constabulary is made secondary, an explanation as 
to the higher nature of their duties as political agents 
and as to the greater responsibility they have should re- 
move any such feelings.” 
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In reviewing the case of Pvt. William A. Elkin, Troop 
M, ist Cav., found guilty by a G.C.M. at Fort Sam 
Hlouston of carelessness in allowing two prisoners to es- 
cape and sentenced to $10 per month forfeit for four 
months, Brig. Gen. Jesse M. Lee says: “The conviction 
appears to be due more to the efforts of the court to elu- 
cidate the facts than to the industry of the judge advo- 
cate. The accused was sworn at his own request, but 
his counsel declined to examine him, for what reason is 
not apparent. The record makes it appear that after 
counsel had so declined to examine the accused, the judge 
advocate proceeded to ‘cross-examine’ him. Such pro- 
cedure is wholly irregular, since ‘cross examination’ has 
for its purpose the impairing of the value of witness’s 
testimony on the direct examination. It appears, how- 
ever, from the questions, that the examination was, in 
fact, ‘direct examination’ and in the interest of the ac- 
cused.

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A British officer, speaking of the recent maneuvers 
held in England, says: “The severe lessons of thirty 
months’ fighting against an enemy armed with the most 
modern weapons have brought home to the English soldier 
the advantage of moving in extended order as soon as 
he strikes the possible zone of fire. Therefore even the 
infantry supports of the artillery were extended to single 
file, and no massed troops of infantry could be seen any- 
where up to a distance of two miles from the enemy’s 
firing line, while every support moved up in single file 
with intervals of six yards between man and man. All 
signalling was done by flags. No adjutants or despatch 
riders were to be seen in the firing zone. In this respect 
the Germans have much to learn. During the recent 
‘Kaiser Maneuvers’ whole battalions plunged into the 
firing line with bands playing and in deep formations. 
South Africa taught the British soldier a different les- 
son.”

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REPORT OF THE MILITARY SECRETARY. 

Major Gen. Fred C. Ainsworth, Military Secretary 
of the Army, in his annual report states that on June 
30, 1905, the Army consisted of 3,800 officers and 57,483 
enlisted men, not counting the Porto Rico Provisional 
Regiment of Infantry with twenty-six officers and 550 
men, nor the Philippine Scouts, with 108 officers and 
5,089 men. Of the 3,800 officers of the Army on the 
date mentioned, 843 belonged to staff corps and depart- 
ments, 765 to the Cavalry, 663 to the Artillery, and 
1.529 to the Infantry. Of the staff officers, 749 were 
present for duty, nine were sick, thirty-one on leave, and 
‘ifty-four on detached service. Of the 2,957 line officers, 
2208 were present for duty, forty-two sick, 235 absent 
on leave, 463 on detached service, and nine in arrest. 
The retired officers on active duty numbered eighty-four. 
During the year 156 officers were examined and thirteen 
were re-examined for promotion under the provisions of 
he Act of Congress approved Oct. 1, 1890. One hun- 
ired and forty-seven were found qualified on first ex- 
imination, five were found professionally or morally 
lisqualified and were suspended for one year, and four 
were found physically disqualified and were retired with 
che next higher grade. Of the thirteen re-examined 
ifter suspension, ten were found qualified for promotion, 
me was found professionally disqualified and was hon- 
orably discharged, and two were found physically dis- 
jualified and were retired with the next higher grade. 
our of the six physically disqualified were retired after 
ihe close of the year, and one examined during the pre- 
yious year was retired during the year. During the 
‘ear one major general and ten brigadier generals were 
appointed for the purpose of immediate retirement, and 
.eyen colonels, one lieutenant colonel, one major and two 
‘aptains on the retired list were advanced one grade 
under the provisions of the Act of Congress approved 
April 25, 1904. In addition to these, three colonels, one 
‘jeutenant colonel, one major and one captain, retired 
ince the adjournment of Congress, are eachs entitled, 
yith the consent of the Senate, to be advanced one 
rrade on the retired list under the provisions of that act. 

General Ainsworth takes a gloomy view of the ques- 
‘ion of desertion, and discusses it at great length. The 
lesertions during the year numbered 6,533, which is 6.5 
per cent. of the whole number of enlisted men in service 
luring the year. During the preceding year the deser- 
tions from the Regular Army were 6.6 per cent., the 
average for the preceding three years (1902-4) was 6.1 
per cent., and for the preceding ten years (1895-1904) 
1.5 per cent. of the total number of enlisted men in 
service. Commenting on this showing, General Ains- 
worth says: 

“Many different theories have been advanced to ac- 
count for the frequency of desertions in the Army of the 
United States. for the relative infrequency of re-enlist- 
ments. and for the difficulty of obtaining from civil life 
suitable men to make good the enormous losses that the 
Army sustains even in a time of profound peace. The 
ibolition of the canteen, the monotony of garrison life, 
he increasing amount of work and study demanded of 
1 soldier, and the ease with which remunerative em- 
yloyment can be obtained in civil life in these prosperous 
‘imes are all advanced as causes of the evils mentioned. 
Many remedies have been proposed, but none seems to 
be worthy of very serious consideration. Those who 
know how the eanteen came to be abolished are not hope- 
ful of its restoration; there is no likelihood of any such 
inerease in the soldier’s pay as will offset the greater 
inducement offered in civil pursuits; the comforts and 
sven luxuries that are furnished to enlisted men in our 
Service are even now criticised by some as being not 
only extravagant but injurious in their effect on men 
whose real business it is to march and fight, encumbered 
with few comforts and no luxuries; and the discipline 
and instruction to which the soldier is now subjected 
are not likély to be relaxed in future. 

“The principal cause of the evils in question lies 
deeper than any of the causes commonly assigned for 
them, and is beyond the reach of any of the measures 
proposed. Our people, although aggressive enough, are 
not a military people. They have little real interest in 
the Army in time of peace, and from the earliest days 
of the Republic have been accustomed to look upon it as 
a more or less unnecessary institution that may be pared 
down with safety whenever a demand for retrenchment 
of public expenses arises. Enlistment in the Army in 
time of peace is not uncommonly regarded as evidence 
of worthlessness on the part of the recruit, and desertion 
in such a time is generally looked upon as nothing more 
culpable than the breach of a civil contract for service. 
The deserter suffers little or no loss of caste by reason 
of his offense, and is seldom without friends and sytn- 
pathizers to shield him from arrest and to intercede in 
his behalf in the comparatively rare event of his falling 
into the hands of the military authorities. 

“It is safe to predict that desertion from the Army 
will continue to be excessive until there shall have been 
a radical change of public sentiment toward the Arms, 
and until the deserter shall come to be regarded as the 
criminal that he is, to be ostracised and hunted down as 
relentlessly as any other transgressor of the laws. There 
is no reason to look for such a change of sentiment t 
the near future, and there are some who believe that 
the change will never come until our people shall have 
learned, through national disaster and humiliation, that 
the effective maintenance of an army of professional 
soldiers is absolutely essential to the preservation of the 
national honor and life, and that the trained and dis- 
ciplined troops of a modern enemy cannot be withstood 
by hastily organized armies of untrained or half-trained 
civilians, 

“Tt is not unlikely that the leniency with which the 
military authorities themselves have treated deserters 
who have been apprehended and ~eturned to military 
control has to some extent increased the number of de- 
sertions. It is safe to say that there is hardly a soldier 
in the Army who does not know that if he deserts he is 
likely, in the improbable event of his apprehension, trial 
by court-martial, and conviction, to be sentenced to a 
term of confinement of from a year and a half to two 
years and a half; that his term will be reduced one- 
third by good conduct on his part while in confinement ; 
and that an appeal from him or his friends for clemency 
will probably result in a still further mitigation of his 
punishment. Much of this exhibition of clemency by 
the military authorities toward convicted deserters has 
been rendered necessary by the overcrowding of general 
prisoners at military posts and the lack of a general 
prison to which such prisoners can be sent, but the re- 
sult so far as the Army is concerned is not changed by 
this fact. 

“In view of the relatively small risk of apprehension 
run by a deserter, and of the certainty that if he is 


apprehended his punishment will not be very severe and 
may be very light, and especially in view of the indif- 
ference of the general publie toward the offense and the 
absence of any continuing political or other disability 
on account of it, if the deserter escapes capture and 
conviction by court-martial until the statute of limita- 
tion makes him safe, it is not a matter of wonder that 
desertions are as frequent as they are. For these reasons, 
and for others previously mentioned, there seems to be 
little ground for the hope that there will be any ma- 
terial decrease in the number of desertions in the near 
future.” 

The enlisted men discharged for various causes by¥ 
order of the War Department during the year numbered 
602, and there were 677 discharges by purchase. It ap- 
pears that 2,030 desertions, or nearly one-third of the 
whole number, occurred during the summer months; 
and only 1,027, or less than one-sixth of the whole num- 
ber, during the winter months. ‘The desertions during 
the spring and autumn months numbered 1,770 and 1,706 
respectively. It appears from the official returns that 
1,980 men were gained from desertion during the fiscal 
year, but as many of these desertions occurred in prior 
years the manner in which the men were gained, or the 
final disposition of their cases, cannot be ascertained 
without a more extended examination of records, cover- 
ing a number of years, than is warranted. It has been 
ascertained, however, that of the men who deserted 
during the year, 696 were apprehended and 229 surren- 
dered to the military authorities, a total of 925. 

The need for recruits continued through the year. At 
the beginning of the year there were sixty officers on 
the general recruiting detail, and at the end of the year 
there were eighty-nine. The latter number includes 
twenty retired officers detailed under the provisions of 
hte Act of Congress approved April 23, 1904, and twenty- 
eight officers on duty at recruit depots. On June 30, 
1904, there were 107 central recruiting stations, and on 
June 30, 1905, there were 110. Sixty of these were 
main stations and the remainder were auxiliary stations. 

General Ainsworth explains that the detailed results 
of the small arms competitions, held during the practice 
season of 1905, have not yet been compiled. Those re- 
sults will be announced as soon as the compilation shall 
have been completed. 

In view of the recommendation of various department 
commanders that separate small arms competitions be 
held for officers and men, and of the fact that in four 
of the fifteen competitions held in the United States, and 
in one of the five held in the Philippine Islands, fifty 
per cent. or more of the medals awarded were won by 
commissioned officers, it would appear that the time 
has arrived when the question of the practicability of 
instituting separate contests for officers and enlisted 
men should receive consideration. 

The cases handled in the Military Secretary’s Office 
during the year numbered 266,438. The index-record 
ecard work of the past fiscal year included the prepara- 
tion of 776.655 military cards and 12,194 medical cards, 
making, with the number previously prepared, a total of 
46,133,128 of the former and 7,814,811 of the latter 
class, aggregating 53,947,989 index-record cards pre- 
pared up to and including June 80, 1905. This number 
includes 2,739,072 Confederate military cards, 774,586 
of which were prepared during the year.

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JAPANESE CAVALRY. 

A correspondent of the London Times, writing from 
General Nogi’s headquarters, June 30, said that the Jap- 
anese artillery was really greatly inferior to the Rus- 
sian. At the Yalu the Japanese howitzers, cunningly em- 
ployed, and aided by a numerically superior field artil- 
lery, were responsible for the demolition of the Russian 
batteries; there was certainly no superiority in the guns 
themselves, on the other hand, because the Japanese ride 
poor horses, and because they have a fashion of seating 
themselves not in accordance with Western ideas of equi- 
tation, it has been concluded that their cavalry is’ hope- 
lessly bad. Whereas the truth is that the Japanese cav- 
alry has proved itself extremely efficient and capable of 
doing work consistent with the highest traditions of the 
arm. ‘Their country produces only an inferior breed of 
horses, but the Japanese genius for detail applied itself 
to the organization of a minute but well-trained and well- 
equipped force of mounted men, modeled on a combina- 
tion of the French and German plans. 

The Japanese cavalry is an entirely independent body, 
always ready to take the field in complete units which are 
not liable to be split up into detachments and has no 
men or horses untrained or temporarily unfit, so that the 
Japanese regiment is always over, instead of under, 
strength. The proportion of cavalry is small, only one to 
sixty-five, and was further reduced in Manchuria by the 
employment of an immense number of infantry reserves. 
The Japanese have no cavalry reserve, regular or volun- 
teer, deeming it wiser and truer economy to refrain from 
improvising an arm that has value only when highly 
trained. 

The Japanese recognize that the duties of a cavalry- 
man require higher intelligence than is demanded of an 
infantryman. The brightest recruits of each year are se- 
lected, weight and physique being a special consideration. 
Officers are highly tested before being commissioned. But 
brains alone are not deemed sufficient. Good family and 
careful upbringing are deemed essentials, the result being 
that the Japanese cavalry is officered by men of character 
and intelligence—the type most likely to serve their coun- 
try best in circumstances where nerve and self-reliance 
are frequently tried. As regards both officers and men 
~ Japanese cavalry is worthy of being termed a corps 
d’elite. 

The Japanese lack the cavalryman’s instinct of sym- 
pathy with his horse. The tempers of their undersized 
horses are frequently fiendish and their masters do not 
understand making them comfortable. But they never 
ask a horse to do more than they can do. They load him, 
not with what he can pull on the level road, but with 
what he can drag up a steep mountain pass without in- 
ducing serious fatigue. That practically sums up the 
Japanese treatment of horses. A continual regard for 
the capacity of horses and care never to exceed that ca- 
pacity has resulted in a great economy in remounts; only 
50 per cent. after fifteen months in the field. In the 
British army in South Africa annual remounts of 250 
per cent. were required for cavalry, and 4V0 per cent. for 
mounted infantry and irregulars. On service the horses 
are fed twice a day on barley, thrive on it and are free 
from disease. 

As weapons the Japanese cavalry carry sword and bay- 
onet, the latter slung on the back in the usual fashion, a 
method which has been found extremely fatiguing to the 
men. They carry no lances. At the end of the war the 
long bucket company employed in European armies will 





probably be adopted. Musketry training has not been 
deemed of great importance, practice-firing being limited 
to the expenditure of some forty rounds per annum in 
time of peace. 

The squadron system of training obtains with the Jap- 
anese, the captain in command being entirely responsible 
for the efficiency of men and horses. This delegation of 
responsibility is a marked feature of the Japanese mili- 
tary system, and to it, in a great degree, is attributable 
the capacity and self-reliance of the officers who have led 
the troops on so many victorious fields. On service the 
squadron occupies separate quarters. Individyal train- 
ing pays special attention to independent reconnaissance, 
swordmanship and knowledge of the mount. The cav- 
alry spirit is highly developed, the charge being regarded 
as the culminating maneuver. Imagine the Japanese 
cavalry equal in number to the Russian, According to 
the experience of this war one-sixth their strength would 
be able to hold the Russian cavalry, which is trained to 
fight on foot, while the other five-sixths would be at lib- 
erty to employ their mobility with disastrous effect on the 
unprotected flanks and communications of the enemy. 

The Japanese recognize the value of the firearm as a 
cavalry weapon, but do not propose for a moment to 
abandon the sword, or to relax training in shock tactics. 
Stress hereafter will be laid upon dismounted training 
and upon musketry, but there will be no departure from 
the principle that from the development of mobility and 
suppleness are to be obtained the best results. As a rule 
the Japanese officer is a good horseman; the trooper is 
not a stylish rider, but he possesses the merit of being 


-a tight sticker, despite a good deal of daylight between 


knee and saddle. A feature is made of continued lectures 
in all that pertains to the management of horses by the 
two veterinary surgeons attached to each regiment. The 
men are all light, and there have been no complaints of 
overweighted horses. Saddles are good, though rather 
short in the back for the longer-thighed European. It 
remains to be remarked that the Japanese attribute their 
immunity from annihilation by the Russian hosts of cav- 
alry to the inability of the enemy to force ar issue, and 
generally to the individual superiority of men and officers 
both in training and in intelligence, in which third reason 
all who have met the Japanese cavalry soldier, commis- 


_sioned or other, will heartily agree. 


Since the beginning of the war horse batteries have 
been improvised to accompany the cavalry, usually two 
batteries to a brigade. The Japanese have no horse ar- 
tillery ; but their light field gun with the gunners mount- 
ed makes a suitable substitute, and provision will be 
made in the future for a light gun to act with cavalry. 
In addition three machine guns have been attached to 
each regiment. The value of this type of gun has been 
fully realized, and hereafter they will be incorporated in 
the organization. The machine-guns have been employed 
mainly in defence, their presence being concealed until 
the last moment, when, at decisive ranges, they have 
proved immensely effective These guns have shields. are 
never brought into action singly, are found to work with- 
out jamming, and are extremely popular. 


CHINESE GRAND MANEUVERS. 

The Chinese Grand Maneuvers, which took place last 
November, the first which have been had conformably 
to European methods, were held at about eighty kilo- 
meters southeast of Paotingfou and lasted from Nov. 23 
to Nov. 29. The first and last two days were employed 
in concentration and disbandment. Regimental maneu- 
vers took place on Nov. 25 and 26, and divisional maneu- 
vers on Noy. 27. ‘The director of the maneuvers was 
assisted by an officer of the Japanese General Staff, in- 
structor of the school at Paotingfou; but the generals 
commanding divisions had absolute freedom of action. 
The troops bivouacked in the open country, making no 
use of towns and residences. The marches were from 
thirty-five to forty kilometers and were very well con- 
ducted, but there was much to be desired as to the dis- 
cipline of the men. The two divisions—the 3d, of the 
Western, and the 2d of the Eastern armies—were com- 
posed as follows: 3d Division: Thirteen infantry camps 
of 400 men each, three cavalry camps of 240 men each, 
two of artillery of sixteen guns each, a camp of 400 en- 
gineers and a train camp of 400 men, making a total of 
7,500 men and thirty-two guns. The caliber of the guns 
was. Seventy-five and fifty-seven millimeters. Second 
Division: Ten infantry camps of 400 men each, two artil- 
lery camps of sixteen guns each, one engineer’s camp of 
200 men and a train camp of 400 men, a total of 5,600 
men and thirty-two guns. Total effectives present were 
then, in round numbers, 13,000 men. We are indebted

The fereigners who witnessed the maneuvers were the 
guests of the viceroy, Yuan Shi Kai, and were lavishly 
entertained. The troops gave many evidences of Japan- 
ese training, and one attaché remarked that he had seen 
twenty Japanese in Chinese uniforms.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT AT SEA. 

President Roosevelt arrived at the Washington Navy 
Yard, Washington, from his southern tour at 11:45 a.m., 
Oct. 31. He was met there by Mrs. Roosevelt and driven 
at once to the White House. 

The President is greatly pleased over the way he was 
greeted throughout the South and was particularly grati- 
fied at the splendid showing made by the squadron of war- 
ships on their run through the Gulf and up the Atlantic 
coast. During the trip on the West Virginia he acquaint- 
ed himself with practically the whole of the ship, making 
several tours of the entire vessel. In the boiler room 
a profusely decorated shovel was put into his hand and 
he was asked to throw a shovel of coal into a particular 
furnace. He threw in two, and the boiler of the furnace 
was immediately christened the ‘Roosevelt boiler.” The 
shovel was passed around that every stoker might use it. 
It was then speedily broken into bits, each bit being re- 
tained as a souvenir. 

On Saturday night he dined in the wardroom with the 
officers and sang the old Navy toast, “Sweethearts and 
Wives,” with them, On the voyage he dined with all the 
officers of the fleet, Admiral Brownson inviting them in 
relays to dinners er suppers. While at sea on Sunday 
the President made a speech te the officers and men of 
the West Virginia, in which he said: “It is a privilege 
for any President to come on board a squadron of Amer- 
ican warships such as these, not alone to see the ships, 
but to see the men who handle them. From the admiral 
down through the entire ship’s company, every American 
should be proud of what I have seen aboard this ship; 
the discipline, the ready subordination of each man, 
whether officer or enlisted man, to duty, the care taken 
of the men and in return the eager, intelligent, self-re- 
specting zeal of each man in doing his work. _ What must 
impress especially any observer is how essential it is that 
every individual on a ship like this should do his whole 
duty, and in any crisis more than his duty. The resuit 
as I see it in this ship is a triumph not only of organi- 
zation and discipline, but of the ready zeal with which 
each individual performs his allotted task. * * * All 
through the ship I have seen the same purpose, the pur- 
pose to learn exactly what the duty to be done was and 
then to do it. The power to do it presupposes the posses- 
sion by each of you of intelligence, courage and physical 
address. I believe that this attitude of yours is typical 
of the attitude of the men of our Navy generally, and of 
the Army also. 

“Now, on the other hand, this should make our country 
feel toward Uncle Sam’s men in the Army and in the 
Navy a sense of obligation and gratitude such as they feel 
toward no others; and on the other hand it should make 
you feel that no other Americans rest under so great an 
obligation to do their duty well; for in your hand lies the 
credit, the honor and the interest of the entire nation. 
* * No other nation can boast of a better squad- 
ron, a squadron composed of more formidable vessels. In 
the matter of the officers and men, we have no cause to 
shrink from comparison with any other nation. So far 
the Colorado has been the one ship that has had the 
chance to show what she could do in gunnery practice, 
and her record has been so astonishingly good that the 
other ships of the squadron will have to do their level 
best if they expect even to equal it. I need not tell you 
to remember that battles are decided by gunfire, and that 
the only shots that count are the shots that hit. : 

“Men, I am glad to have seen you, and I don’t think 
that anywhere under our flag there could be found a bet- 
ter set of clean cut, vigorous, self-respecting American 
citizens of the very type that makes one proudest to be 
an American.”

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

Manila advices state that Capt. Frank R. McCoy, 3d 
U.S. Cav., and a detachment of picked fighters from the 
22d Infantry and the 4th Cavalry have killed the datto 
Ali, leader of the Moro insurgents in Mindanao, and 
eleven of his followers, and have captured two of Ali's 
principal wives, forty-three of his henchmen and seven 
rifles, The American loss was two men killed and one 
wounded. The final fight took place at Cottabato, Min- 
danao, after a ten-day campaign. It is believed that the 
Moro disturbances and tribal feuds have now been tem- 
porarily checked. The American soldiers killed in the 
engagement were Llewellyn W. Bobb, Company C, 22d 
Inf., and Martin L. Bales, Company K, of the same regi- 
ment. John J. Rorke, of Company C, was wounded. On 
Oct. 25 the Philippine Constabulary killed five and cap- 
tured ten Moros at Lake Liguanan. Brig. Gen. James A. 
Buchanan, U.S.A., commanding the Department of Min- 
danao, cabled to the War Department Oct. 28 as follows: 
“Capt. Frank R. MeCoy, 3d Cavalry, with provisional 
company of the 22d Infantry, surprised Ali Oct. 22 near 
Buluan, Mindanao. Ali, one son, ten followers killed. 
Two of Ali’s wives and several children and forty-three 
followers prisoners. Most of latter wounded.” 

By the payment of $3,521,657 the civil government of 
the Philippines has acquired possession of the Friars’ 
lands in the islands, comprising about 400,000 acres. 
Three hundred thousand dollars was transferred in 
Manila and the remainder in New York through the In- 
ternational Banking Corporation. The money in New 
York was paid to Francisco Gutierrez, a representative 
of the development company and of the University of 
Santo Tomas. 

Manila newspapers predict that in case Governor Gen- 
eral Wright, of the Philippines, resigns, he will be suc 
ceeded by vice-Governor Ide. 

In support of the belief that the proposed Philippine 
railway system will be profitable, it is pointed out that 
the Manrila and Dagupan railway, the only one in the 





islands, is earning fifteen per cent. The Manila and 
Dagupan line runs from Manila to Dagupan, 120 miles. 
The original cost was $5,353,000. The revenues for the 
year covered by the last report were $1,475,069, and the 
expenditures $660,724. 

Representative Payne, chairman, and General Gros- 
venor, a prominent member of the House Committee on 
Ways and Means, have both declared in favor of free 
trade between the United States and the Philippines. 
Chairman Payne says: “I am in favor of free trade 
with the Philippines when the treaty with Spain expires 
in 1909. Until then we will have to levy a duty. On 
goods coming to the United States from the Philippines 
I am in favor of reducing the duty to twenty-five per 
cent. of the Dingley rates. We cannot take off the duty, 
as the islands are unable to do without the revenue col- 
lected upon goods coming to the United States. As is 
well known, all revenues collected in this country on 
Philippine goods are returned to the Philippine govern- 
ment. I think it quite likely that the collections will be 
larger under a twenty-five per cent. rate than under the 
existing rate of seventy-five per cent.” 
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ARMY CO-OPERATIVE FIRE INSURANCE. 
Fort Assinniboine, Mont., Oct. 24, 1905. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Will you kindly give space to the following remarks 
which I hope may be of interest to all members of the 
Army Co-operative Fire Association? An amendment 
has been proposed to Article IV., Section 1, of the con- 
stitution (amendment No. 2 on voting circular) of the 
association, which would give the executive committee 
power to declare any building, whether under the pro- 
tection of troops or not, as outside of fire limits; and 
further provides that the association shall never pay 
losses on any one fire aggregating more than $10,000. 

It appears to me that both of these provisions are per- 
nicious and would result in injustice to present members 
as well as prevent new ones from joining. The associa- 
tion was formed to give protection to officers who, from 
the nature of their profession, were obliged to occupy 
as residences or to use as storehouses, such buildings as 
were designated by higher authority. To give the execu- 
tive committee the proposed power would simply wipe 
out the insurance of those officers who were obliged to 
occupy or use dangerous buildings at the time they most 
needed protection. The restriction as to the amount of 
loss is likewise unfair. It would fully protect from 
small fires where there is time and opportunity to save 
property, but would not protect those unfortunate enough 
to be caught in a large fire where there would be small 
chance of saving anything. The proposed extension of 
fire limits to cities where paid tire departments are main- 
tained, while not unfair, is certainly going beyond the 
purpose of the association.

NAVY UNIFORMS AND LIBERTY. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The Navy “growls” about the uniform are sometimes 
justified; not always. I would suggest that cloth caps 
be made of uniform style, as follows, and it would give 
general satisfaction, I think. My idea is that all such 
caps should be with a top of three inches protruding from 
the rim placed around the head. At present it is con- 
siderably less, and a man with a big head, for instance, 
has but the same amount of rim as one of the smallest 
size. The smaller the head at present the larger the 
rim, and the bigger or larger the head the smaller the 
rim; this is an absurdity, of course, and the result of it 
is that the large header looks like a monkey with a bonnet 
on his crown. This causes much dissatisfaction on every 
ship in the Navy, without any exception. The blouse 
and trousers are all O.K., if a man can get the right 
sizes required for him. Since the department allowed 
ship’s tailors there should be no more grunting on this 
score, but there remains the odd “flat hat” as yet, and 
it should be improved. 

Now as to liberty there is much to be said. Of course 
there is much more liberty granted at present than there 
was years ago. Every old timer is well aware of the 
fact. But the question at issue is the restriction of 
liberty or the conduct classes and the brig. When a man 
commits himself he is, under present regulations, placed 
on the conduct class and kept on board ship for a certain 
length of time. In the meantime he is allowed monthly 
money for the conduct class to which he belongs. Thus 
his money on the pay roll is accumulating, and once first 
class again, he manages to get all the back money; he 
goes on shore and, plentifully provided with coin, he 
goes on another spree, thus inviting new trouble for 
himself. Ile overstays his leave for several days, and 
the consequence oftentimes is a summary court-martial}, 
with thirty days’ confinement and a loss of three months’ 
pay. 

I have a plan in mind which would, I think, remedy 
all that. If the conduct classes were abolished and the 
men were allowed to go on shore with their watches or 
parts of the ship and allowed to draw all the money due 
them, except, of course, the month’s pay required to 
remain on the pay rolls, in accordance with the Regula- 
tions, a marked improvement would soon be noticed in 
the discipline of all vessels of our Navy. Instead of the 
restriction of liberty a system of money fines, as it 
exists in the U.S. Army, should be adopted. The com- 
manding officers should be authorized to fine a man 
from fifty cents to ten dollars, according to the serious- 
ness of the offense. This would hit.Jackie much harder 
and much more effectively than restriction, which, as 
pointed out above, will only bring on new trouble in 
every instance. Confinement in irons should be eliminat- 
ed as not becoming a civilized nation, in fact, any confine- 
ment should be done away with, except in cases of 
violent insanity or raving drunken cases, which should 
be released immediately upon sobering up. To replace 
the confinement, fines should be placed upon the delin- 
quent. As it is at present, a man is confined for ten 
days; he gets a rest while his shipmates do all of his 
work, and furthermore he is receiving pay for ten days, 
during which he is doing nothing. This also, in my 
estimation, is absurd. A man being confined should re- 
ceive no pay, and prompt action should be taken to thus 
amend the regulations. Another good measure to be 
adopted to frighten the men away from confinement 
would be the embodiment of an order in the Regula- 
tions that when any man has been confined for more 
than, say, thirty days, during his cruise, he should be 
compelled to make up that time and receive no pay for 





same. We would in this way get rid of the bad element 
who, during the cold or hot weather, rather be in the brig 
and get a rest than do their duty on board ship. In 
case the putting in operation of fines should be imprac- 
ticable, the adoption of the plan of depriving confined men 
of their pay during the number of days they are so con- 
fined, would be but justice. The retaining in the Service 
beyond the term of expiration of enlistment of men with 
thirty days’ confinement marked against their record 
would also be but justice. 

I have heard men say that they rather do one year 
in a navy yard or a prison ship and get a dishonorable 
discharge than serve their term of enlistment. Such 
talk in a ship’s company works havoc among recruits, 
and is of the most dangerous character. General court- 
martial prisoners seem to have a cinch, and their lot 
should be made harder, so as to deter young men, bent 
on wrong doing, from committing themselves to a sen- 
tence by general court-martial. YEOMAN. 
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EASY-GOING COMPANY COMMANDERS. 
To THE EpiITrorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I have never attained higher rank than company first 
sergeant, but I have had a long experience in the Service, 
during which I have learned that the non-occurrence of 
desertion for a period of four years or so is no guarantee 
of excellence in a high degree in the matters of company 
administration, discipline, instruction, provision, diver- 
sion, paternalism, etc. In one company there was not a 
desertion during my five years with it; there had been 
none for several years previous, and I am informed there 
were none subsequently for a few years until the com- 
pany commander left it on promotion, And why? Be- 
cause the captain made life so easy for all that the shirks, 
deadbeats, and malingerers, some of whom infest every 
company and graduate as deserters, knew they had 2 
soft thing of it, and soldiering in our company was good 
enough for them. The captain was educated and gentle- 
manly, with few military ideas and lacking in military 
pride. He was a jovial, indolent man, and unfitted to be 
an officer in my humble judgment after varied services un- 
der other commanders. He seemed blind to all but gross 
offenses of his mén, often scolded and threatened, but sel- 
dom punished. There was a story current in garrison 





that he was never known to vote a soldier guilty on court- | 


martial unless the plea was such. In consequence the 
company acquired a lot of men who had been refused re- 
enlistment in their former companies, and the bad lot we 
had when I left were having too good a time of it to quit 
the job through fear of discipline or punishment. And 
so our easy-going captain used to complacently boast of 
his “no desertion record” during his period of command.

A PLEA FOR DENTAL SURGEONS.

In view of the fact that Congress will soon be in ses- 
sion and will consider legislation for the Army, it seems 
timely that something should be said regarding the dental} 
surgeons now serving in the Army under contract. What 
they have done and are doing may be seen from the last 
reports of the Surgeon General, U.S. Army. They have 
been connected with the Army about five years and as a 
whole have been rendering excellent service. This time 
counts them nothing towards longevity service or promo- 
tion, nor does it insure them consideration from the Gov- 
ernment in case of ‘illness or accident which would ren- 
der them unfit for further service. The same may be 
said of the contract surgeon, but he has the opportunity 
of taking an examination and becoming a commissioned 
officer, if he so desires, and obtain these considerations. 
If dental surgeons are to be retained in the Army, why 
not place them on a commissioned status? Some of the 
best men in the corps have already left it because of the 
undesirable status and uncertain tenure of office. The 
cost of maintaining a commissioned corps would be no 
more than what is now being expended for these services, 
and the Army would be benefited by retaining experienced 
men for this work.

Secretary Bonaparte has written the following letter 
to William Brannan, seaman, U.S. Navy: “1. <A report 
has been received from the commanding officer of the U. 
S.S. Alabama, setting forth that about 8 a.m. on Sept. 
27, 1905, while the ship was under way, steaming ahead, 
leaving the harbor of Provincetown, Mass., Chas. Ander- 
son, seaman, U.S. Navy, was on the port dnchor in a 
bowline clearing a foul chain, when the latter ran out, 
striking him and carrying him overboard. Emile M. Wag- 
ner, seaman, immediately jumped overboard, seized An- 
derson and held him above the water. The report further 
sets forth that you were on the lower after bridge when 
the word was passed “Man overboard; away port life- 
boat,” and that you immediately ran to the quarterdeck, 
and upon hearing Wagner say he wanted assistance, went 
overboard to his aid. 2. Your promptness and forget- 
fulness of self in meeting the call to danger and possible 
death with the same readiness with which you might 
perform a familiar duty in the course of a daily routine 
merits and receives the heartiest commendation of the De- 
partment, and it is a matter of great gratification to be 
able to record such acts in the archives of the Depart- 
ment.” To Cornelius Elius Anderson, who jumped over- 
board and assisted in keeping Charles Anderson above 
water, a similar letter has been written, concluding as 
fPllows: “It gives the Department great pleasure to 
commend you for your heroism and forgetfulness of self, 
and it must always be a source of gratification to your- 
self, as it is to the Department, to know that you have 
added your name to the list of those who have helped to 
uphold the best tradition of the Service. 
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Prince Louis of Battenberg, commanding the British 
Cruiser Squadron, now in American waters, arrived in 
Washington Friday morning, Noy. 3, accompanied by his 
personal staff and the commanders of the ships of his 
fleet. With his staff the Prince was quartered at the 
British Embassy. The ship captains were given accom- 
modations at the New Willard Hotel as the guests of 
this Government, and Lieut. R. Z. Johnston, U.S.N., was 
assigned to a as aide to them during their stay at the 
capital. <All the visiting officers were received by the 
President at the White House at three o’clock, Friday 


afternoon. Introductions were made by the British Am- 
bassador. There was a dinner at the British Embassy in 


honor of the Prince, to which were bidden the British 
officers, the Secretary of the Navy, Admiral Dewey, Rear 
Admirals Evans, Brownson, Davis and others. This was 
followed by a reception and a dance, for which a large 
number of invitations were issued. In honor of Prince 
Louis, Lieutenant General Chaffee, Chief of Staff, will 
sive a luncheon Saturday at the New Willard Hotel, fol- 
lowed by Cavalry drill at Fort Myer, and in the evening 
by a dinner at the White House, to which in addition to 
the British commander and his officers, Rear Admiral 
Iivans, his chief of staff, Capt. Pillsbury, and other offi- 
cers of the fleet ‘and various officials of the Government 
have been invited, Sunday will be spent quietly and on 
Monday the party will return to Annapolis. Prince Louis 
and his squadron arrived at Annapolis on Nov. 1 at 10 
a.m., six hours ahead of their scheduled time from Hali- 
fax, N.S., having made the fine average of eighteen knots 
per hour for the entire distance. There was the custom- 
ary exchange of salutes and calls between Prince Louis 
and Rear Admiral Evans, commanding the North Atlan- 
tie Fleet, and between the Prince and Rear Admiral 
Sands, Superintendent of the Naval Academy. The wel- 
come given to the officers of the British squadron was ex- 
ceedingly cordial and enthusiastic.

After holding the claims for additional pay for service 
as aide under the title of flag lieutenant, for several 
months, the Comptroller has finally determined that he 
will not decide the questions involved at all until the 
Court of Claims again passes on the question, This is 


‘a great disappointment to the 100 or more officers con- 


cerned. It was hoped that the decision in the Crosley 
case would end all litigation, but only a few claims of 
those whose orders showed service as “aide” and under no 
other designation, have been paid, the conclusion bein 
that the Crosley decision did not benefit any but aides, af- 
fecting the majority of the claims. Messrs. King, who 
have charge of this matter for the officers, are now pre- 
paring two cases for the Court of Claims, and are con- 
fident of success. These cases should be heard within a 
few weeks and the accounting officers have assured those 
interested that just as soon as the decision of the court is 
announced, all claims will be taken up for immediate set- 
tlement. There will be an effort made to secure a deci- 
sion of the court in the cases of aides to the admiral about 
the same time. It was hoped that these claims would be 
allowed under the decision in the Crosley case, bit the 
Treasury Department refused this on the ground that 
present laws do not provide a rate of pay in the Army 
which would correspond in rank with that of an officer 
serving on the staff of an admiral in the Navy. The 
case on this question is well along towards completion 
and will be tried at an early date.

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The special fund out of which officers of the Army have 
been paid on their claims for readjustment of foreign ser- 
vice pay in accordance with the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Milis case has been exhausted and the Treas- 
ury Department announces that it will be necessary for 
claims not examined Oct. 1 to wait until Congress shall 
either make another appropriation or make available un- 
used funds appropriated to other purposes. The authori- 
ties believe that some action will be taken to enable pay- 
ments on these claims to be resumed shortly after the 
first of next year. Enlisted men who have been in ser- 
vice for several years also receive a very substantial ben- 
efit from this Mills decision, many of them receiving con- 
siderable sums of money. Claims of officers under other 
decisions have now been nearly all disposed of in the 
Treasury Department. The decision of the Court of 
Claims in the case of Col. Edmund Rice, U.S.A., enabled 
officers of the Army to secure readjustments of mileage 
allowances for travel performed under orders for duty at 
a new station upon expiration of leave of absence. This 
has been a mooted question for a number of years and 
the decisions finally have rested the right of the officers 
wholly upon the orders for travel.

The battleship Connecticut is being fitted up as a 
flagship at the New York Navy Yard, and the Navy 
Department hopes she may be completed before her 
sister ship, the Louisiana, now building at the yards of 
the Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock Company. 
It is expected that the Connecticut will be commissioned 
by next April, and that Rear Admiral Evans will then 
take her for his flagship in the place of the Maine. 
Capt. William Swift, for several years past on duty with 
the General Board in Washington, will probably have 
command of the Connecticut. Present indications are 
that the New York Navy Yard has been able to build a 
first-class, 16,000-ton battleship at least as quickly as 
the splendidly equipped private company at Newport 
News. Capt. A. R. Couden seems the most probable 
choice for the command of the Louisiana. W hen these 
two ships have been completed it will be time enough 
to think about sending more battleships to the Far Hast. 
Except in case of serious eventualities, it is not desired 
to break up the present organization of the North At- 
lantic Fleet.

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ARMY MEDICAL SCHOOL. 


Col. Charles L. Heizmann, Med. Dept., U.S.A., presi- 
dent of the U.S. Army Medical School, in his report on 
the Ninth Session of the school, extending from Oct. 1, 
1904, to April 1, 1905, favors a larger and fuller course 
for student candidates and officers of the militia. Dur- 
ing the session the school had twenty-one students, but 


with the additional room now available it can accommo- 
date fifty. The present method of obtaining medical offi- 
cers is regarded by Colonel Heizmann as vastly superior 
tu the old one, and in his opinion will bring into the Ser- 
vice a superior class of officers. 

One interesting and unexepected result of the establish- 
ment of the school is described as follows: “At this ses- 
sion was inaugurated the training of medical officers of 
the militia of the States in everything pertaining to mili- 
tary medicine as distinct from naval, municipal, State, 
and civil medicine, ete., in order that, under the Dick 
law, they might become qualified in the emergency of war 
to perform all the duties of military surgeons of the Na- 
tional Army. If my interpretation of the purpose is cor- 
rect, I regret to report that the result was not satisfac- 
tory. All these officers were studious and earnest, and 
all would have contributed to the sanitary and disciplin- 
ary education of the organizations to which they belong 
had they returned to them. The majority, however, de- 
veloped an intention to use the school as a means of em- 
ployment in the regular establishment, thus to deprive 
their States of their services. One succeeded in receiving 
“u commission in the Army and two secured contracts. 
This result is interesting in demonstrating the need of 
some regulation by which the purpose of the law would 
be fulfilled in greater part, and at the same time secure 
for the regular and volunteer forces the best material pos- 
sible. This last point will be attained by requiring all 
militia medical officers, who have served one year as such 
and who have been recommended by the governors of 
their respective States, to pass an entrance examination 
similar to those exacted of line officers by the Artillery 
School and the Infantry and Cavalry School.”

RECENT DEATHS. 

The Military Secretary has been advised of the death 
of 1st Lieut. George W. Brandle, 1st Inf., who shot him- 
self while in bed in his quarters at about 9 a.m., Oct. 30, 
at Fort Porter, Buffalo, N.Y.. under mental depression, 
due to chronic gastritis. The body was found by Pvt. J. 
N. Dunn, who had been detailed to put the room in order. 
The lieutenant was last seen alive about 8:30 o'clock 
that morning, when he mailed a letter. To whom the 
letter was addressed could not be learned. He had shot 
himself in the left breast with a 44caliber Army revolver 
and the weapon lay beside him. He was fully dressed. 
It had been known around the post that Lieutenant 
Brandle was melancholy and not in the best of health, 
but none suspected that he had any thought of suicide, 
and, indeed, his fellow-officers believe that the collapse 
must have been so sudden that he never reasoned about 
his act. Lieutenant Brandle entered the Service as cap- 
tain of the 7th Ohio Volunteer Infantry, May 13, 1898, 
and was mustered out with his regiment Noy. 6, 1898;

appointed captain of the 27th Infantry, I 
July, 1899, and mustered out June 10, 1901. He accept- 
ed an appointment as first lieutenant of the 1st Infantry, 
June 11, 1901. Major George Bell, jr., in command at 
Fort Porter, is quoted in an interview in the local papers 
as saying: “Lieutenant Brandle was a model officer. His 
record is one to be proud of. I cannot assign any reason 
for his act other than melancholy, which developed from 
the effects of fever the poor fellow suffered in the Phil- 
ippines. He was a peculiarly efficient officer, and for 
that reason I had selected him as adjutant.” Lieutenant 
Brandle was thirty-four years old, single, and his home 
was in Chillicothe, Ohio. Lieutenant Brandle’s remains 
were sent to his old home in Ohio, having been accompa- 
nied from the fort to the railway station by a battalion 
of Regular troops and a detachment of the National 
Guard. The pall-bearers were Capt. Powell C. Fauntle- 
roy and Lieuts. Henry M. Fales and Frank F. Jewett, all 
of the Army. and Captain Machemer and Lieutenants 
Wilson and Haggerty, of the National Guard.

General von Xylander had the distinction of 
serving on the personal staff of the German Crown Prince 
(afterwards the Emperor Frederick) throughout the 
Franco-Prussian War as fhe representative of the Ba- 
varian army. Subsequently, from 1882 until 1885, Gen- 
eral von Xylander became military representative of Ba- 
varia at the Court of Berlin, which position carried with 
it a seat in the Bundesrath. He came of a family which 
has devoted itself to the military profession sitce the 
seventeenth century. Two of his brothers, Gen. Emil von 
Xylander and Lieut. Gen. Heinrich von Xylander, until 
recently commanded two of the three army corps in the 
Bavarian army. 

Mrs. Sara Perry Rodgers, who died at the residence 
of her son-in-law, Mr. J. Forsyth Meigs, South Bethle- 
hem, Pa., on Oct. 30, 1905, was the widow of the late 
Col. R. S. Rodgers, of Sion Hill, Harford County, Md. 
Mrs. Rodgers was the oldest daughter of the late Com- 
modore M. C. Perry, U.S.N., special embassador to Ja- 
pan in 1853-4. Her connections with both branches of 
the Service for several generations have been very exten- 
sive. Her children are Rear Admiral Fred Rodgers, U.S. 
N., retired; Capt. John A. Rodgers, U.S.N.; Mrs. J. For- 
syth Meigs, Robert Slidell Rodgers, lawyer of Kansas 
City, Mo., and the late Capt. Calbraith P. Rodgers, 5th 
U.S. Cav. 

General Dragomiroff, formerly Governor General of 
Kieff, a member of the Russian Council of State and 
a veteran of the Turkish war, died on Oct. 28 on his es- 
tate near Konotop, Russia. He was too old for active 
service in the recent war, but was one of the Czar’s 
principal advisors. He first became prominent during 
the Russo-Turkish war. During the hottest fighting in 
the Shipka Pass his regiment was recoiling before a 
hailstorm of ‘Turkish bullets. The general at once 
made his way. to the firing line, dismounted and walked 
to and fro. On account of his great size he was par- 
ticularly conspicvous and at times was 100 yards in ad- 
vance of his men. His action so inspired his men that 
they redoubled on the Turks and defeated them. One 
of his greatest achievements was the forcing of a pas- 
sage of the Danube at Simnitza in the face of a strong 
Turkish army. He directed the movements of his army 
during this action while standing for over an hour waist 
deep in the river. 

The handsome granite burial vault built by General 
Miles at Arlington, and which is the only vault construct- 
ed there since the Custis family built one years ago, was 
completed this week. The body of Mrs. Miles, which now 
lies in the receiving vault at Arlington, will be trans- 
ferred there Novy. 9.

Shinto rites in memory of the naval officers and men 
who were killed in the war were held Sunday, Oct. 29, at 
Aoyama Cemetery, Tokio. Besides the admirals, other 
officers and sailors and hundreds of civil dignitaries were 
present. Admiral Togo addressed the departed spirits, 
eulogizing their deeds in battle and their co-operation 
which resulted in the sacrifice of their lives. He hum- 
bly asked repose for the spirits whose exemplary deeds 
in life had contributed to the victory. over a powerful 
enemy. While reading his address Admiral Togo was 
seen to be deeply moved. The ceremony was most im- 
pressive. Thousands of sailors marched to the cemetery 
and afterward to the Naval Club.

to participate in the festivities. His Majesty sent an 
aide-de-camp to inform Captain Miller that he would 
later board the ship. The King, accompanied by his whole 
staff, in a short time boarded the Minneapolis and was 
received with royal honors. Captain Miller met His Ma- 
jesty at the gangway, and he inspected the whole ship 
and conversed with the officers for about an hour. 

Surgeon General O’Reilly, of the Army, has prepared 
x statement showing there are three medical officers with 
the same title he holds, which has led to confusion which 
might become more serious in time of war. The title of 
Surgeon General of the Army was bestowed on the head 
of the Medical Department of tlhe Army in 1818. In 
1871 the chief of the Bureau of Surgery and Medicine of 
the Navy was made Surgeon General of the Navy. In 
1902 the supervising surgeon of the Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice was made surgeon general of the Marine Hospital 
Service. General O’Reilly says telegrams addressed to 
the “Surgeon General” may be sent to any one of these 
officers. He thinks as his corps has had the title so much 
longer than the others it is entitled to keep it. Legisla- 
tion by Congress would be necessary to effect the change. 

A most interesting and popular social event among 
the Army and Navy colony at Washington was the 
fancy drill at Fort Meyer, given by the Cavalry and 
Artillery on Friday afternoon, Oct. 27. The afternoon 
was one of the finest this fall, and the road to the Vir- 
ginia fort was lined with smart traps and automobiles.

From Fort Huachuca, Ariz., Q.M. Sergt. Charles Has- 
vey writes us saying: ‘On reading the dates of warrants 
of post quartermaster sergeants now in the Service, as 
given in the list published in your issue of Oct. 21, 1905, 
1 notice an error has been made in stating the date of 
my warrant as of Jan. 80, 1885. This is incorrect. The 
date of my warrant is Jan. 10, 1885, and at the present 
date I am therefore the ranking post quartermaster ser- 
geant in the Service.” The official list which we received 
from Washington gives Sergeant Harvey’s date as Jan. 
30, 1885. 

Capt. William Mitchell, Signal Corps, assisted by 
several other officers of Fort Leavenworth, held communi- 
cation with St. Louis by wireless on the afternoon of 
Oct. 27. Word was received by Captain Mitchell that 
messages would be sent from St. Louis to Chicago and 
Kansas City, and he made immediate preparations. The 
apparatus with which he receives the messages weighs 
about twenty pounds, including the kite. As a moderate- 
ly strong wind was blowing tke kite was hoisted as high 
as possible. Messages were received and transmitted 
to the satisfaction of the officers in charge. This is the 
longest distance that a message has been received at Fort 
Leavenworth since the establishment of the system at the 
post, and Captain Mitchell was highly pleased. Messages 
received and sent to the station in Kansas City are a 
daily occurrence. 

The Judge Advocate General of the Navy has sent to 
the Bureau of Navigation this memorandum: “First 
Lieut. Henry D. F. Long, U.S.M.C., recently tried by 
general court-martial at the navy yard, New York, was 
found guilty of “scandalous conduct tending to the de- 
struction of good morals” and sentenced ‘“‘to be reduced 
five numbers on the list of first lieutenants in the United 
States Marine Corps, to be placed next after Ist Lieut. 
Thomas A. Mott, U.S.M.C., and to be publicly reprimand- 
ed by the honorable Secretary of the Navy. The above 
sentence was approved by the Department Oct. 23, 1905, 
and 1st Lieutenant Long has been reprimanded accord- 
ingly, a copy of which reprimand will appear in General 
Court-Martial Order.” The debts which Lieutenant Long 
had contracted and failed to pay were the items of the 
charges against him. The order publishing the reprimand 
has not yet been issued. 


A correspondent of the New York Sun, ‘Senex,’ who 
takes issue with Admiral Dewey on the subject of the age 
of the flag officers of our Navy, says: “Admiral Dewey 
must be a careless reader of history. Diligent search 
fails to reveal these ‘deplorable disasters,’ Was the cap- 
ture of Port Royal one of them? Perhaps it was the 
operations in the sounds? Or the passage of the forts at 
New Orleans? Possibly Foote’s operations on the inland 
rivers? Alk the officers that distinguished themselves— 
such as Foote, John Rodgers, Goldsborough, Rowan, 
Walke, Smith, Paulding, Dahlgren and Du Pont—were 
over fifty, and most of them over fifty-five, when the war 
began. Porter was about forty-six, and the immortal 
Farragut was over sixty. The oldest and youngest of the 
elder heroes earned their Admirals’ commissions in more 
than one hard fought battle.” Sir Francis Drake was 
forty-seven when he destroyed the Spanish Armada at 
Cadiz, and Blake was fifty-eight when he won his famous 
victory over the Spaniards. Vernon was fifty-seven at 
the time of his bold attack on Carthagena, and Rodney 
sixty-four when he defeated De Grasse and secured to 
England the possession of her West Indian islands. Vis- 
count Hood was seventy when at Basta he gave, as Nel- 
son reported, “most astounding proof of the vigor of his 
mind, his zeal, and judgment,” and John Jervis was six- 
ty-two when he won his Earldom by his victory over the 
Spaniards at Cape St. Vincent. Lord Anson defeated the 
French in a naval battle when he was fifty. Howe was 
sixty-nine on “The Glorious First of June,” and Bridport 
sixty-nine, when with twenty-two ships he defeated the 
French with thirty-two.

Lieut. Henry DeH. Waite, U.S.A., retired, is prac- 
tising law in Berkeley, Cal., his firm being known as 
“Waite, Keyes and Martin.” A Berkeley newspaper, in 
referring to the Lieutenant, says: “In 1875 he received 
an appointment to the National Military Academy at 
West Point. He was graduated with the class of 1879, 
and was assigned to the Sth U.S. Cavalry. While in the 
field with his regiment during the opening of Oklahoma 
he received injuries which necessitated his retirement 
from active military service. As a boy he had entered 
upon the study of law in the office of Chief Justice 
Waite, before his appointment to the Military Academy, 
and would have been admitted to practice had he been 
of legal age. Having left the active service of the Army, 
he entered into practice as the junior member of the 
firm of Scribner and Waite. He practised his profession 
with marked success until the breaking out of the 
Spanish War. Having tendered his services to the Gov- 
ernment, he was appointed to the command of a squadron 
of the Ohio Vol. Cavalry, and served with it to the end 
of the war. While residing in Toledo he was four times 
elected president of the University Club. In 1900 he was 
appointed professor of military science at the University 
of California, which position he held for four years.” 

This statement was issued by Secretary Bonaparte on 
Oct. 3 “Official advices received at the Navy Depart- 
ment make it certain that the incident which is reported 
by way of London and in which Admiral Train and his 
son figured has been satisfactorily closed. The incident 
occurred near Nanking a week ago, on Oct. 24. The Ad- 
miral, his son and party were shooting, and a Chinese 


woman was accidentally wounded by Admiral Train’s 
son. The injuries were slight. Admiral Train's son was 


detained by the mob, and a rescue party was landed from 
the Quiros, but found that an amicable settlement had 
already been made. Immediately after the settlement, 
however, 2 mob attacked the party and two Chinese were 
wounded by Langley, a Yangtze pilot, and Gray, a civilian 
clerk, who acted in self-defense. The sailors had not en- 
gaged in the trouble and the Americans were uninjured, 
as a result of the attack of the mob. The Governor of 
Nanking has apologized and compelled the restoration of 
the guns of the party. Tle has also punished the ring- 
leaders of the mob. The advices of the Department are 
that the incident is apparently closed.” The State and 
Navy Departments are gratified at this settlement of the 
affair. In view of the boycott spirit in China an attack 
by marines, such as was reported, might have had disas- 
trous consequences,

on the rolls on which the charges appear. The paymaster 
will forward the reports, after verification of the charges, 
to the Chief of Ordnance directly,~except that in the 
Philippines Division the reports will be forwarded 
through the chief ordnance officer of the division. This 
order does not do away with the “statement of charges” 
required with the Ordnance property return. 

The requirement of Pars. 1194, 1197, 1198, 1592 and 

1593, A.R., are held to be applicable to official telegrams 
sent over the U.S. military telegraph lines in Alaska 
and the Philippine Islands. These lines will be used only 
in cases of necessity. in which the delay consequent upon 
transmission by mail would be prejudicial to the public 
interest.

Charles B. Clark, Lieutenants Endicott, Nolan, Michaelis, 
Brown, Goodwin, Tipton, Rutherford and Dr. Watkins, 
came over from across the lake, accompanied by 200 or 300 
infantrymen. The officers were the guests of officers at this 
post and the enlisted men were taken care of by their fel- 
low soldiers here. The visitors wore an air of confidence 
born of the fact that their coach Lieut. A. C. Tipton, was 
Walter Camp's selection for the ‘‘All Americans” at the 
center last year, and had put them through a hard 
course of real football on the home campus, and de- 
veloped a soldier football team that he may well be 
proud of. But it was Plattsburg’s first big game, so the 
experience that only actual play will develop was lack- 
ing and the Ethan Allen team showed much more fin- 
ished football, after the excellent coaching they had re- 
ceived at the hands of Captain-Smither and his assist- 
ants.

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REPORT OF ENGINEER-IN-CHIEF, U.S.N. 

Rear Admiral Charles W. Rae, Chief of the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering, U.S.N., whose latest recommenda- 
tions concerning the engineer question were published in 
these columns Oct. 28, deals with the subject at great 
length in his annual report which is now at hand. He 
points out that because of the lack of specific instructions 
in the Personnel Act, together with powerful adverse in- 
terests within the Navy Department, three years went by 
after the passage of the present law, during which abso- 
lutely nothing was done by the younger line officers in 
acquiring engineering experience, and later, owing to the 
large number of ships kept in commission and the scar- 
city of officers, but little in that direction was accom- 
plished. So long as the older officers of the former engi- 
neer corps remained available for service at sea, supple- 
mented by the new body of officers called warrant ma- 
chinists, the engineering duty of the fleet was satisfactor- 
ily performed. Credit is also awarded to a few officers 
of the line who, by their own personal exertions, perfect- 
ed themselves in engineering and served, or are serving, 
with marked efficiency in most responsible engineering 
positions afloat. But the older officers of the former 
engineer corps are rapidly disappearing from active ser- 
vice, their number having fallen from sixty-six to forty- 
three during the year under review, and were it not that 
the services of certain retired officers are available there 
would be great difficulty in finding officers of proper qual- 
ifications for responsible positions on shore and at sea. 

“So few officers of the line are taking up engineering 

seriously,” says Admiral Rae, “that the situation is be- 
coming alarming. 'That the Department must do some- 
thing to relieve this situation, and do that something at 
once, is only too obvious to the most casual observer of 
present conditions. Were the country suddenly plunged 
in war the Navy would find itself in no condition to win 
battles. As necessary as good marksmanship is the abil- 
ity to carry our guns to the firing line and to keep them 
there amidst the havoc created by modern ordnance, and 
this will never be done with amateurs in charge of the 
machinery. That line officers can become good engineers 
has already been proved, but they must have experience 
to become so, and that experience must be acquired in 
subordinate positions. No young officer out of the Acad- 
emy but a short time who would not be given charge of 
the deck except under the supervision of a senior officer, 
should be placed in charge of the engineer department of 
a ship, as has been done. Engineering logically belongs 
to the line, and the line should be made to perform that 
duty earnestly. In addition to the care and manipulation 
of the machinery of ships at sea, there are other duties 
which the engineer must perform and for which he must 
be fitted; these duties are the designing, inspection, and 
superintendence of construction of that machinery. The 
Zureau holds, and it is not alone in the opinion, that 
the most successful designers of marine machinery are 
those who have had charge of it at sea. It therefore con- 
siders it most necessary that in the line of the Navy there 
should be a certain number of engineering specialists— 
officers who devote all their time and attention to engi- 
neering, for in this way only can the most competent de- 
signing engineers be obtained.” 

To meet the needs of the situation Admiral Rae then 
proposes and explains the system of permanent details to 
engineering duty of officers at the rate of one in ten in 
the grade of lieutenant and all grades above, as explained 
in these columns last week. This plan, it is explained, 
would give a body of engineering specialists in the lir2 of 
the Navy of the following grades and numbers: Rear 
Admirals, two; captains, seven; commanders, eleven; 
lieutenant commanders, twenty-nine; lieutenants, thirty- 
three; total, eighty-two. Of this number, sixty-two—the 
lieutenant commanders and lieutenants—would be avail- 
able for sea duty, say thirty at sea at any one time. This 
would give a sufficient number in each fleet to have a 
thoroughly competent engineer as chief engineer of each 
of the larger vessels, and a sufficient number to enable 
the commander-in-chief at all times to have available offi- 
cers qualified to act in any case in which expert engineer- 
ing knowledge is necessary. These officers would have 
among their assistants the younger officers of the line ac- 
quiring experience, among whom would eventually be 
found those who would take up engineering permanently 
and become specialists themselves. The Bureau believes 
that such a plan, systematically carried out, would soon 
furnish the Service with a body of competent engineers, 
and would place engineering where it properly belongs, 
in the line of the Navy. 

It is interesting to observe that Admiral Rae is op- 
posed to the organization of an engineer corps like the 
one abolished by the Personnel Act. The reasons for his 
opposition are: 1. Engineering, as the means of propul- 
sion of ships, logically belongs to the line. 2. Marine en- 
gineering of to-day demands for its votaries as high rank 
and as great consideration as that of the miost favored 
branch of naval science, consequently a corps of such 
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officers would require a certain number of positions of 
high rank in order to insure a proper flow of promotion, 
and there are not enough such positions of sufficient dig- 
nity for high rank to render the formation of such a corps 
justifiable. 3. The engineer force of a modern, high-pow- 
ered ship of war is a large proportion of the entire crew 
of such a vessel, and it is contrary to the ethics of mili- 
tary discipline that so many of the crew should be under 
the orders and direction of two separate and distinct bod- 
ies of officers. 4. There is.a widespread prejudice through- 
out the Service aginst the formation of a separate corps 
f engineering specialists, which prejudice can not be ig- 
nored. 5. The controversies and jealousies incident to 
two bodies of officers performing duties of which the line 
of demarcation is very vague, so happily removed from 
the Service by the amalgamation feature of the Person- 
nel Bill, would be restored. 6. The efficiency of a sep- 
arate corps would be no greater, if as great, as that by 
the proposed plan, based upon the principle that engineer- 
ing belongs to the line. 

Admiral Rae is highly impressed with the work of the 
warrant machinists, pronouncing them a valuable body of 
fficers who have faithfully performed the duties required 
f them. In their behalf he suggests legislation embody- 
ing the following provisions: 1. A large increase in the 
auumber of warrant machinists. At present there is al- 
jowed by law an annual increase not to exceed twenty. 
(he present number is totally inadequate for the needs of 
he Service. These officers are kept almost continually 
it sea, having short tours of duty on shore or leaves in 
which to visit their homes. 2. The establishment by law 
f “chief” rank. After six years’ seivice warrant ma- 
‘hinists to be eligible to promotion to chief rank, with, 
vut after, ensigns, as is the case with other warrant offi- 
ers. 3. The right to quarters on board ship among all 
warrant officers to be according to rank. Warrant ma- 
hinists are watch-standing officers, the only warrant of- 
‘icers regularly performing duty at night, which fact 
inost certainly entitles them to as much consideration in 
‘he assignment of quarters as is shown other officers of 
their grade. On many ships it is the custom to place 
them two in a room, no matter what their seniority, 
while the other warrant officers are given rooms individ- 
unlly. 4. Warrant machinists to be warrant officers of 
the line. The basis of the entire argument of the Bureau 
upon this question is that engineering is a function of 
the line; therefore its officers, both commissioned and 
warrant, should be of the line. 5. Change the titles of 
he different grades as follows, viz.: Upon appointment 
io be called acting machinists; after warranting to be 
called machinists; after promotion at the end of six 
vears’ service to be called chief machinists. This change 
would make the titles of machinists correspond to those 
of boatswains, gunners,- and carpenters, the other sea- 
soing warrant ranks. It would also eliminate the word 
‘warrant’ from their titles, a necessity in case they are 
ziven commissioned rank the same as other warrant 
iflicers. 
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SHALL THE CANTEEN BE RESTORED? 


In spite of the arbitrary and unreasoning character of 
he opposition to the canteen, there has been in the last 
vear or two a substantial growth of popular sentiment in 
ts favor, and this sentiment will undoubtedly make itself 
felt at the coming session of Congress, The fact that 
nore than ninety per cent. of the Army officers who have 
liscussed the matter have recommended the restoration 
the canteen has deeply impressed the great body of 
anprejudiced citizens and set them to thinking, with the 
result that very many who are radically opposed to the 
ale or use of liquor have become convinced that, while 
he canteen is objectionable, it is unquestionably the les- 
ser of two evils and should consequently be adopted. It 
's not strange, therefore, that so conservative a public 
eader as Senator Proctor, of Vermont, after a searching 
nquiry as to the conditions which have arisen under the 
resent law, should conclude that the law has failed of 
ts purpose and that the best interests of the Army will 
© served by a return to the former system. Senator 
Proctor is so deeply impressed by what he has learned 
hat one of his first acts upon the assembling of Con- 
ress will be to introduce a bill in the Senate to restore 
he canteen. A similar measure will unquestionably be 
resented in the House and the issue thus framed will 
e: Shall the habits of the Army be regulated by the 
itlicers who are responsible for its welfare and efficiency, 
wv by outsiders who know nothing of its needs? 

We are hopeful that with the issue thus clearly defined 
“‘ongress may be persuaded to regard the liquor problem 
n the Army not as an abstract proposition to be settled 
n accordance with mere theories, but as a_ practical 
juestion vitally related to the physical condition of a 
arge body of ordinary men and therefore to be adjusted 
n the manner best calculated to insure their moral and 
physical welfare. If Congress wants to convert the Army 
nto a total abstinence society it should enact a law stip- 
Uating that a total abstinence pledge shall be a part of 
he soldier’s oath of enlistment, as one enthusiastic -re- 
ormer has already seriously proposed. If, on the other 
iand, it is desired that the Army shall be sober, upright, 
self-respecting and efficient, its members should be grant- 
1d to the fullest possible extent the rights and privileges 
they enjoyed in civil life. Nothing should be done to 
make them feel that they forfeited some portion of their 
rights as citizens by donning their country’s uniform. 
They should be protected against interference from Sen- 
‘imental reformers and agitators, and they are entitled to 
be treated, not as prisoners, imbeciles or babies, but as

men who are conscious of theit responsibilities and amen- 


able to law for all their shortcomings. : 

That the effort to restore the canteen will be bitterly 
opposed may be taken for granted. All the forces of 
prejudice, ignorance, bigotry and unreasoning sentiment- 
alism will be arrayed against it, and the combination will 
be a powerful one. The supporters of the present law 
are already at work. For example, Mr. Edwin C. Din- 
widdie, who claims to be author of the anti-canteen law, 
is out in a statement declaring that the measure has not 
yet had a fair trial. Inasmuch as it has been in opera- 
tion for six years, with the effect of developing a group 
of low drinking saloons and worse resorts on the borders 
of nearly every Army post, it would be interesting to 
know how much time Mr. Dinwiddie considers necessary 
for a fair trial of the measure. Then comes Dr, G. G. 
Wilding, of Paterson, N.J., charging that the War De- 
partment is opposed to the present law “‘and it is easy to 
make any law appear a failure under such circum- 
stanees.” It thus appears that when the arguments of 
fact and experience cannot be refuted the supporters of 
the present law will not hesitate to charge trickery and 
bad faith against the military authorities. This they do, 
of course, in the cause of sobriety and morals! The 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union is also preparing 
for a vigorous campaign in support of the present law. 
The excellent but misguided women composing that or- 
ganization, who know really nothing as to the conditions 
of Army life, appear to believe that officers who favor a 
return to the canteen do so for selfish purposes, and that 
even an officer who favors it with no ulterior motive is 
not as competent as they are to judge as to what is best 
for his troops. The opposition of the W.C.T.U. to the 
canteen is not the opposition of reason, but of prejudice, 
bigotry and an intolerant sentimentalism which impugns 
the integrity and motives of all who dissent from it. 

But another body of American women will be heard 
from in Congress on this question of the canteen. It is 
the Woman’s Army and Navy League, an organization 
composed largely of wives, mothers, daughters and sisters 
of officers of the Services, who know Army and Navy life 
and are a part of it. They have done much to improve 
the condition of the soldier and sailor and much for 
the support of their widows and children. ‘These women 
have, until within a year or two, remained silent under 
the imputations cast upon the Army by the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union. But last year they ap- 
pealed to Congress for the restoration of the canteen 
in the interest of health and good morals, and at the 
forthcoming session they will renew their plea, sup- 
ported by facts and influences that will command at- 
tention. The members of the league are quite the 
equals of their sisters of the Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union in character, refinement, intelligence and 
all the attributes of American womanhood, and vastly 
their superiors in knowledge of and experience with the 
conditions with which the canteen question is related. 
Their appeal for a return to the canteen system repre- 
sents the desire of an overwhelming majority of those 
persons, men and women, in the Army and out, who have 
carefully investigated the operation of the present law. 
With the Woman’s Army and Navy League in favor 
of the restoration of the canteen will be arrayed the con- 
servative, tolerant sentiment of the public and the press. 
Newspaper opinion on this question is well expressed 
in an article in the Burlington Free Press, one of the 
leading journals of Vermont, which we have republished. 
The New York Times has also spoken earnestly in favor 
of the canteen, and when the matter comes up in Con- 
gress the press of the country will be heard from in un- 
mistakable terms.

ORDNANCE AND FORTIFICATION BOARD. 

The annual report of the Board of Ordnance and For- 
tification sets forth that many tests were made during 
the year of new designs of offensive and defensive ap- 
pliances. The principal work connected with the sea- 
coast defense included tests to determine the kinds of 
armor and their angular presentment against which 
projectiles having delay and nondelay action fuses should 
be used; the relative value of capped and uncapped mor- 
tar shells, when fired at striking angles of 50° and 75°; 
the distance from the unprotected hull of war vessels 
within which projectiles charged with high explosives 
must be detonated in the water to prove destructive, and 
the most efficient shape of shield for mounts for rapid- 
fire guns. The principal work connected with the field 
service included tests of intrenching tools and automatic 
pistols. Much valuable information. has resulted from 
these tests. A large number of projects and suggestions 
have engaged attention. Many appeals have been maae 
for financial assistance in the development of designs 
for aerial navigation, but the board has uniformly de- 
clined to give such aid until the design-shall have been 
brought to a state of practical operation without the aid 
of the Government. ‘ 

The board renews its former recommendations that 
appropriations by Congress should be sufficient in amount 
to provide a reserve supply of ammunition of at least 
100 rounds for each large caliber gun as soon as mounted, 
as without an adequate supply of ammunition, it is 
needless to say, the armament of the coast defenses is 
useless. In addition there should be provided an ample 
allowance of ammunition for the annual target practice. 
A sufficient allowance for subcaliber and machine gun 
practice should be continued. Ample provision should 
be made for the purchase of range finders and other 
instruments for fire control, the installation of additional 





searchlights, the necessary cable for conducting electric 
power to the various parts of the fortifications and fur- 
nishing the essential lines of communication, and the 
material necessary for the mine defense of the princi- 
pal harbors. For the work of the next fiscal year 
$5,000 is asked. This is a reduction of $45,000 in 
the estimate submitted and half the amount appropri- 
ated for the present fiscal year, and with the amount 
estimated for and the funds already available, it will 
be able to carry on its experimental work without inter- 
ruption. 
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On Oct. 17 and 18 at Gettysburg, Pa., twenty-four sur- 
vivors of the United States Regulars participating in the 
battle of Gettysburg assembled, in accordance with the 
Act of Feb. 27, 1908, ‘to consult with the Gettysburg Na- 
tional Park Commission, and “with the approval of the 
Secretary of War * * * determine the designs and 
positions of monuments and markers of granite and 
bronze, the inscriptions they shall bear to indicate the 
movements and commemorate the valorous services of 
the following batteries and regiments: Batteries KE, G, 
H, I and K, 1st; A, B, D, G, L. and M, 2d; C, F and K, 
3d; A, B, C, F, G and K, 4th; C, D, F, L and K, 5th 
Regts, of Art.; 2d, 3d, 4th, 6th, 7th, 8th, 10th, 11th, 12th, 
14th and 17th Regiments of Infantry; Ist, 2d, 5th and 
6th Regiments of Cavalry, and U.S. Engineer detach- 
ment,” for which purpose $61,500 is appropriated. Af- 
ter a visit to the battlefield the survivors held a meeting, 
Lieutenant General Chaffee in the chair, and unanimous- 
ly agreed to recommend that after providing for a 
“marker” for each organization, the bulk of the appropri- 
ation—say $50,000—be devoted to an imposing monu- 
ment to be placed upon a central position on the battle- 
field. As an advisory committee to the commission the 
following were appointed: Major Gen. J. F. Wade, U. 
S.A. (6th U.S. Cav.) ; Major Gen. J. C. Bates, U.S.A.

Charles H. Darling, who for three years has been As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy, relinquished that position 
on Nov. 1 to Truman H. Newberry, of Detroit. The oath 
of office was administered to Mr. Newberry in the office 
of Secretary Bonaparte, by Mr. E. P. Hanna, Solicitor 
of the Navy Department. Secretary Bonaparte congrat- 
ulated Mr. Newberry and welcomed him into office and 
immediately left Washington for Cumberland, Md., to 
deliver a speech in the political campaign. Mr. New- 
berry’s first official duties, therefore, were as Acting Sec- 
retary of the Department. Mr. Darling immediately left 
Washington for Burlington, Vt., carrying with him the 
good wishes of the officers on duty in Washington, who 
called at the Department during the day to bid farewell 
to the old Assistant Secretary and to welcome the new. 
Mr. Darling will become Collector of Customs at Burling- 
ton and may eventually be appointed to the Federal 
Bench. During his service Mr. Darling has been for al- 
most half the time Acting Secretary of the Navy, in the 
absence of his superior officer. He has given unremitting 
attention to the detail of Departmental business, and al- 
though his views on the subject of a Naval General Staff 
have not always coincided with those of many prominent 
officers, his official work was so successful as to draw 
from the President a recent letter of commendation and 
regret at his retirement. Mr. Newberry is a man of im- 
mense wealth, with an especially developed interest in the 
upbuilding of the naval militia. Under the revised Naval 
Regulations Mr. Newberry’s duties will consist in large 
part of inspections of ships and stations.

The ordnance Department of the Army will within the 
next week or two invite proposals for the manufacture 
of forty 15-pounder seacoast guns and mounts, similar 
to a type in general use in the coast defenses and of 
which one hundred and twenty have just been supplied to 
the Army. With this order it is probable that there will 
be a pause in the outlining of further orders by the Ord- 
nance Department. This is in anticipation of the report 
and recommendations to be made by the Taft Board on 
Coast Defense. Bids were opened in the Ordnance De- 
partment last week for a single nickle-steel forging for 
a 3-inch field rifle. The Crucible Steel Company, ‘the 
Bethlehem Steel Company and the Midvale Steel Com- 
pany each bid forty cents a pound, but the Crucible Steel 
Company offered to deliver the work in fifty days, while 
the other two specified seventy days from the time of 
receipt of the order.

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REPORT OF CHIEF SIGNAL OFFICER, U.S.A. 


Brig. Gen. Adolphus W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer of 
the Army, in his report for the last fiscal year, makes the 
gratifying statement that, except as to military aerosta- 
tion, which is in an evolutionary stage, the Signal Corps 
is in the most efficient condition within its history. Its 
military telegraph lines are doing excellent service. Vis- 
ual signaling has received unusual attention. Post tele- 
phone systems and rifle ranges are as fully installed as 
appropriations permit. Its wireless telegraph service 
challenges comparison. The many submarine cables are 
in excellent working order, except one, where expensive 
repair materia] is lacking. Its electrical fire-control sys- 
tem for coast defenses is deemed superior to that of any 
other nation. As to readiness for campaigning, it is to 
be said that at an hour’s notice the Signal Corps can fur- 
nish field trains capable of installing and operating buz- 
zer, telegraph, and telephone lines to the extent of 1,000 
miles. under conditions which will insure constant and 
reliable inter-communication between any moving troops, 
Artillery, Infantry, or Cavalry. Suitable supplementary 
service by visual signals is also available, and the porta- 
ble wireless system is being perfected. 

Special attention has been paid to the rapid develop- 
ment of lines of information as installed and operated in 
the military maneuvers of Europe during the South Af- 
rican contest and in the Russo-Japanese War. Careful 
studies of foreign methods have shown deficiencies in the 
American Army only in connection with the fire control 
and fire direction of Field Artillery, which deficiency, on 
the recommendation of the Chief Signal Officer of the 
Army, and with the approval of the Chief of Staff, is in 
process of remedy. 

General Greely attaches 








special importance to the 
Alaskan telegraph system, the construction of which ag- 
gregates 4,038 miles. **This system,” says General Greely, 
“while considered primarily desirable for military pur- 
poses, is to-day industrially and commercially indispen- 
sable, and through its facilities Alaskan business methods 
and commercial enterprises have been administered with 
greater advantage than ever before. The telegraph, so 
necessary to supplement daily mails in the United States, 
is immensely more important in a region where mails are 
entirely lacking for months at a time and are infrequent 
during the rest of the year. This necessity is emphatical- 
ly demonstrated by an immense volume of telegraphic 
business, whose tariffs, a $100,000 the past year, 
will annually approximate $200,000 in coming year 

During the greater part of the year the Alaskan system 
was under the direction of Major William A. Glassford, 
Signal Corps, U.S.A., to whom credit is given for its 
generally increased efficiency. His assistants were Capts. 
Otto A. Nesmith and Leonard D. Wildman, 1st Lieuts. 
John KE. Hemphill and William C. Fitzpatrick, Signal 
Corps. Captain Nesmith successfully administered line 
work from Fort Egbert. . Lieutenant Hemphill at Nome, 
and Lieutenant Fitzpatrick at Fort Gibbon, not only 
ably supervised the work of maintenance, supply and re- 
pair, but also displayed great activity in the field, in- 
specting and cheering their men by long and arduous 
winter journeys. With rare exceptions the officers of the 
line in Alaska have heartily co-operated, and the Signal 
Corps has endeavored to ameliorate Alaskan conditions 
through military press bulletins and facilities for social 
communication, srig. Gen. Constant Williams, com- 
manding Department of the Columbia, has contributed 
largely to the success of the system by his hearty support 
and co-operation, which have been seconded by his staff. 

As a result of his inspection tour of the Alaskan sys- 
tem during the past year, which covered twenty-four sta- 
tions, General Greely states that the question of food is 
a very difficult one to correct, beyond furnishing shotguns 
for game, as has already been done. One station is said 
to have been eleven months without fresh meat, and but 
very few of the thirty-seven repair stations can be pro- 
vided with fresh meat at any season of the year, although 
it is furnished seven days out of ten to men serving at 
Alaskan military posts. To offset fresh meat there had 
been previously authorized a small extra allowance of 
butter, milk, and sirup to men when serving in detach- 
ments of two. This, however, was a practical denial to 
the whole force, since safety demanded three men at a 
station. ; 

If a naval station is established on the Aleutian Isl- 
ands, General Greely believes it should be connected with 
the Alaskan system either by cable from Seward or by 
wireless from Nome via a relay station on Nunivak Isl- 
and. He feels that the extension should be paid for out 
of the earnings of the Alaskan system. No extension of 
the land lines is thought necessary. General Greely re- 
grets that sufficient officers are not available for the an- 
nual inspection of all telegraph stations in Alaska, there 
being about 600 miles of line which has not been visited 
by any officer of the Signal Corps for the past two years; 
but there is a limit to the amount of work which any sin- 
gle officer can do. 

The milits iry eable and telegraph system of the Philip- 
pines Division which, during the greater part of the year, 
was under the direction of Lieut. Col. Richard E. Thomp. 
son, Signal Corps. U.S.A., on June 30, 1905, consisted 
of 3,195 miles of line—cables, land lines and telephone 
lines. The plan of relieving the Signal Corps by com- 
panies after service of two years has been perfected, the 
third and last company being now unde’ orders. A com- 
pany sails each eight months, thus insuring constantly an 
experienced force of two-thirds. The transfer of the tele- 
graph system to civil authorities progresses steadily, 
though very slowly. 

With regard to the detail system General Greely makes 
the following interesting comment: “The Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army has loyally endeavored to make a suc- 
cess of the detail system, now in its third year. As vol- 
unteers have failed conscription was necessary in the case 
of the sixteen officers already detailed, of whom fully one- 
fourth have endeavored to evade service through personal 
or political influence. The detail system in many re- 
spects is valuable; in other ways it is not. It previonsly 
failed in the Signal Corps, where it was tried for twenty- 
five years. If the detail system continues, it is recom- 
mended that it be carried out to its logical conclusion un- 
der conditions which will make practical the important 
principles of selection and elimination. It is therefore 
suggested that the entire commissioned force of the Army, 
excluding the permanent technical corps, be arranged in 





one lineal list below the grade of brigadier general. Offi- 
cers can then be assigned in the Army, as now in the 
Navy, to any duty in the Service for which they are spe- 
cially fitted, and relieved therefrom when no longer efli- 
cient in their work. Through a system of annual retire- 
ment a suitable flow of promotion and elimination by re- 
tirement. as is done in the Navy, of officers incompetent, 
either morally or professionally, would then be practic- 
able, and thus materially improve the Service.  Distin- 


guished services could then be rewarded, without ynarked 
discrimination against equally competent officers who 
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have not had opportunities, through advancement by files, | 


the recipient being an extra number confirmed by the 
Senate.” 

General Greely considers it extremely important that 
one colonel, and one lieutenant colonel, one major, two 
captains, and two first lieutenants be added to the corps. 
This would widen the field of selection for the position of 
Chief Signal Officer of the Army, now practically con- 
fined to a single colonel, and give a much needed flow of 
promotion. This would still leave the Signal Corps with 
the smallest percentage of field officers. With regard to 
the enlisted force, the difficulty in retaining enlisted men 
of intelligence and character, thoroughly suited for the 
most important duties in the Signal Corps, has been some- 
what though not entirely obviated by the addition of the 
grade of master signal electrician. To raise the standard 
of first-class sergeants, orders have been issued confining 
such promotions to an eligible list formed from sergeants 
of good character and efficient service, who have demon- 
strated by non-competitive examinations suitable know]- 
edge of the essentials of Signal corps work, their record 
being given a weight of 25 per cent.

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DECISIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


The Judge Advocate General of the Army has issued 
an opinion on a request for a decision as to whether ac- 
tion could be set aside in the cases which Captain Bailey, 
the commanding officer at Jackson Barracks, La., decided 
as a summary court, of which he appointed himself 
the sole member. Here is the opinion: ‘*While it is not 
proper for a commanding officer to appoint himself sum- 
mary court, since this is contrary to the spirit of the act 
of June 18, 1898, it can hardly be said that such a court 
is illegal, or that every sentence imposed by it is null and 
void. In other words, Paragraph 2, Cireular 32, War 
Department, should be construed as forbidding such ac- 
tion in the future, but not as affecting any passed forfeit- 
ures, Since, therefore, the sentences here referred to 
were lawful and have been fully executed, they cannot 
be remitted in any way and there should be no refund- 
ment in these cases.” 

In response to a request for an opinion as to whether 
the Signal Corps may purchase repair parts for the pat- 
ented telautograph, the Judge Advocate General of the 
Army says: “It has been held by the Supreme Court in 
a leading case involving the infringement of a patent 
that the owner of a patented machine may replace parts 
when they are worn out for use, even when they are ele- 
ments of a patented combination. It would, therefore, 
seem that the purchaser would have a right to replace 
parts which are not elements of the combination or neces- 
sary to its operation or use. It is, therefore, the opinion 
of this office that it would be lawful to purchase repair 
parts in the case stated in the enclosed communication.” 

Responding to a request for an opinion as to whether 
Alfonso Zelaya, son of the President of Nicaragua, might 
be permitted to withdraw from the United States Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point to further prepare himself 
for study there, the Judge Advocate General has rendered 
this opinion to the Secretary of War: “The enactment 
which permits young Zelaya to enter the Military Acad- 
emy authorized the Secretary of War ‘to permit Alfonso 





Zelaya, of Nicarauga, to receive instruction at the Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point.” In view of the general 


character of the language used, which permits Mr. Zelaya 
‘to receive instruction’ at the Academy, without limita- 
tion in point of time, or restriction to a particular class, 
it is the opinion of this office that he may be withdrawn, 
to enable his preparation to be completed, and that he 
may subsequently present himself at the Academy with a 
view to receive the instruction specified in statute.”

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GEN. BALDWIN’S MANEUVERS AT FORT SILI. 
During the week from Oct. 4 to 8, Fort Sill, O.T., and 
its neighboring towns were filled with the excitement of 





the coming of General Baldwin’s command from the 
North, to maneuver against and attack Fort Sill, O.'T. 


The rumor of this practical instruction in field exercises 
had reached almost all the people of that vicinity, and 
this movement, coupled with the use of the Army’s new 
field guns, created considerable excitement and curiosity. 

The two forces taking part in the referred to move- 
ment, composed as follows: The one under 
mand of Gen. Frank D. Baldwin, U.S.A., having 
mobilized at Anadarko, O.T.,

Sill, consisted of the following: 2d Battalion, 25th 
Infantry, Major J. M. T. Partello, commanding, from 


Fort Reno, O.T.; the 15th Battery, Field Artillery, and 
Troops L and M, 13th Cavalry, under the command of 
Capt. C. G. Treat, Artillery Corps, from Fort Sill, O.T. 
The object of this force was to advance upon and tac- 
tically capture Fort Sill, O.T. The post was to be de- 
fended by five batteries of Field Artillery (2d, Sth, 13th, 
14th and 21st), under the command of Lieut. Col. H. R 
Anderson, Art. Corps; Troops I and K, 18th Cavalry, 


commanded by Capt. A. L. Dade, 13th Cav., and thir- 
teen Indian Scouts, the entire force being under the 
command of Col. Walter Howe, Art. Corps. 


The former force, designated the Anadarko command, 
left said point early on the morning of the 6th, and ad- 


vanced eighteen miles to Apache, marching the next 
day to Lime Creek, four and a half miles from Fort 
Sill, where camp was made at noon. The work of the 


scouts and patrols of the Sill force during these two 


days was indeed to be admired. The Anadarko force 
Was constantly kept under observation, and its every 
movement discovered and carefully watched, until the

the same became known. It was a 
of scouting duty, and the work 
thereto was frequently commented upon in the most 
favorable terms. One incident in connection with this 
class of work will show the earnestness with which the

entire maneuver was carried out. <A lieutenant of the 
Sill force, while on scouting duty, hid himself in a hay 
stack, not more than twenty yards from the main road, 


from which place he observed the entire Anadarko force 
pass, and gained the important information concerning 
numbers, manner of march, ete., afterwards escaping and 
reporting to the commander at Sill. 

Upon reaching Lime Creek, the Anadarko force made 
a permanent camp, with all tents pitched, ete., in order 
to deceive the enemy. Later in the day a demonstration 
against Sill was made, which developed the position of 
three of the Sill batteries. This force; having gained its 
object, was withdrawn, and the men enjoyed the comforts 
of a permanent camp, except the outposts, who were kept 
constantly on the alert by the Sill scouts. The battalion 
band of the 25th Infantry gave a band concert, and 


minstrel singing was enjoyed. 
tended to deceive the enemy. 

At 9 p.m. Col. .W. S. Schuyler, chief of staff, with the 
two troops of Cavalry and one section of Artillery, 
quietly moved_to the west. The object of this force was 
to make a raid into the enemy’s country for the purpose 
of making a diversion in favor of the main force, by 
drawing the enemy’s troops to the west of the post to 
guard the same, thus weakening his east, where the main 
attack was to be made by the entire Anadarko com- 
mand. Colonel Schuyler’s command was to move to the 
west, south and east, making a three-quarters circle 
around the vost, and joining the main command to the 
east of the post on the Rush Spring road, as previously 
planned. This Colonel Schuyler accomplished by mareli- 
ing from 9 p.m. to 5 a.m. During this march several of 
the enemy’s videttes were captured, and the object o! 
the raid was accomplished, as the Sill commander cor- 
centrated the bulk of his forces to the west to meet an 
attack from that direction. 

At midnight General Baldwin, leaving one company 
of Infantry in‘ camp to guard all transportation and 
camp equipment, took the main command, three con:- 
panies of Infantry and three guns, around to the east, 
and by marching about eight miles was able to reach at 
daylight a point on the Rush Spring road within a 
thousand yards of the post. 

His Artillery opened fire at a thousand yards, and his 
Infantry at this time was within 500 yards of the post 
parade. It was four or five minutes before any part of 
the Sill force could be so moved as to permit it to open 
fire on the Anadarko force. The Sill commander ha: 
expected the attack from the west, and had concentrate! 
his entire force in that direction, except one battery, 
which had been passed by the Anadarko force in reacli- 
ing its first position. This battery was covered by 
Colonel Schuyler’s command and one company of the

main command, so could not have accomplished any 
serious destruction. 
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The map printed herewith shows the relative positions 
of the forces. 


This maneuver was planned in every detail by Gen. 
Frank D. Baldwin, commanding the Southwestern Divis- 
ion, and was an excellent illustration of what can be 
accomplished in practical field instruction by small com- 
mands, and with little or no extra expense to the Goy- 
ernment, the total forces in the entire maneuver approxi- 
mating twelve hundred men, and the total expense being 
less than twenty cents per map engaged, The instruction 
derived therefrom was the practical illustration of an 
advance on an enemy’s position and attack of the same, 
this being accomplished by a march of thirty odd miles 
through the enemy’s country; a reconnaissance to de- 
velop the enemy's position; a night raid to make a diver- 
sion in favor of the main force; a night march by the 
main foree, necessitating the silence and quietness of 
actual war conditions for suecess, for the purpose of 
gaining an advantageous position before the enemy could 
become aware of the force’s whereabouts; the joining 
of the main forces by the raiding force for the final ai- 
tack, although, in the primary movements of the of- 
fensive forces, the two columns moved in opposite direc- 
tions, and finally the guarding of the wagon train which 
had been parked and made ready for a quick retreat in 
case the attack was unsuccessful. 

It cannot be denied that the imparting of such a 
varied amount of instruction as indicated above for the 
cost cited, was indeed a lesson that could be well heeded 
by military authorities, and its application in the futur? 
be not forgotten. Congress has not, and will not at all 
times, give the Army sufficient money to carry on mna- 
neuvers on the large and grand scale of a few years 
ago, but from the illustration cited above, there is no 
reason why the Army cannot keep herself well instructed 
in these matters, by the use of small maneuvers. We 
believe she is doing this, and through the energy of her 
officers will continue te do so. General Baldwin has 
given us a practical illustration of this kind of work: 
let us heed this lesson and accomplish all that we ean 
with such means as the Government may see fit to fur- 
nish us.

bounty, and to one-fourth additional pay for detention 
beyond expiration of enlistment. In a letter dated Oct. 
17, 1905, the Secretary of the Navy decided that S.O. 
No. 73 does not apply te the payment of traveling ex- 
pense claims of mates and paymasters’ clerks by the 
pay officers holding their accounts; hereafter such claims 
must be submitted directly to the Paymaster General. 
The Department has held that the prohibition contained 
in Aritele 1469, U.S. Navy -Regulations, against the 
transfer of funds by disbursing officers from one appro- 
priation to another does not apply to advances of money 
by yard paymasters to general storekeepers to meet their 
requirements in supplying enlisted men with cash for 
transfers, or for subsistence in lieu of meal tickets, which 
may be made from funds in hand under “General Ac- 
eount of Advances.” 


There was an interesting trial of Midvale armor plates 
recently at Indian Head. The plate submitted to test 
July 26 was a 6-inch curved barbette plate, class “A,” 
92 by 134 inches, backed by a 6-inch oak and five-eights- 
inch skin plate, standard Navy backing. The first shot 
was a Wheeler 6-inch capped armor-piercing mark A 
shell, weighing 105 pounds, velocity 1,650 F.S., estimated 
penetration 3 1-2 inches, The second shot was Carpen- 
ter 6-inch capped armor-piercing shell, weighing 105 
pounds, with a velocity of 1,652 F.S., giving an esti- 
mated penetration of 3 inches. The third shot made by 
a similar projectile, with a velocity of 1,669 F.S., gave 
an estimated penetration of 3 inches. There were no 
cracks of any kind produced and the bulges on the back 
of the plate were very slight. A second plate tested was 
7 3-4 inch plate, 88 3-4 by 150 inches, standard Navy 
backing. A Wheeler-Sterling capped mark A projectile 
of 260 pounds weight, with striking velocity of 1,539 F.S., 
gave a penetration of 1 7-8 inches. This shell broke into 
a great number of small fragments, scouring the face of 
the plate. A Carpenter capped armor-piercing shell, 
weighing 259 pounds, was next fired, with a striking ve- 
locity of 1,563 F.S., giving a penetration of 2 7-8 inches. 
A similar projectile, weighing 260 pounds, same velocity, 
gave an estimated penetration of 2 3-4 inches. As in the 
case of the preceding plate, there were no cracks of any 
kind produced and both lots of armor 4vere accepted.

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NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Nov. 1, 1905. 

The midshipmen lost their first game of the season 
to-day as well as being scored on for the first time, 
Swarthmore accomplishing the double feat, winning by 
a score of 6 to 5. Swarthmore scored in the first half, 
a touchdown by McDonough and the goal therefrom by 
Crowell, and the Navy forced Ghormley over for a 
touchdown in the second half. The game was prevented 
from being a draw, however, by the fact that Norton, 
whose accurate toe was mainly responsible for a _ vic- 
tory over Princeton, in some unaccountable manner 
missed an easy goal. 

The victory undoubtedly belonged where it lodged for 
the visitors made at least five yards to the midshipmen’s 
one during the game. In the first half, the ball was 
carried seventy yards without losing it before the touch- 
down was made. The Navy was put within striking dis- 
tance of their enemy’s goal in the second half, when 
Ghormley’s partially blocked kick was recovered by 
Piersol on Swarthmore’s eighteen-yard line. They had, 
in the first place, gained the ball by a fumble. The 
Midshipmen were given five more for off-sides, and by a 
supreme effort made the only substantial gains of the 
day through the visitor's line and scored their touch- 
down. The visitors’ team is one of _the heaviest in the 
country and greatly outweighed the Navy. 

Three pieces of good fortune, all bunched together, 
gave the Navy its touchdown—not its ability to move 
the solid lines of Swarthmore. These strokes of good 
luck were gain of the ball en a fumble, falling on the 
ball, after a biocked kick, and a penalty of five yards 
against their opponents. So the result of the game is 
not a test of strength of team to team.

West Point won the toss and gave Yale the ball. At 
8-93 o'clock Jones kicked off for Yale to Beavers on the 
Army’s ten-yard line, and Cates tackled him so hard he 
dropped the ball and it was Yale's on the twenty-yard 
mark. Yale began to pound the Army line and irresist- 
ibly swept West Point before them, scoring a touch- 
down three minutes after the kickoff. Veeder kicked 
goal.

N.G.N.Y., will celebrate 


Edward H. Young, 7ist N.G.N.Y., recently 
elected from second lieutenant, served with the 3d New 
Jersey Volunteers, during the war with Spain, and joined 
the 7ist as a second lieutenant i: 1903.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


A. B.—All persons examined for ordnance sergeants will 
be officially notified of the result. 

MANGERTOR.—The question as to what effect a law 
for the reduction of the period of retirement for enlisted 
men to thirty years’ service would have upon the case 
you cite could only be determined by the wording of the 
act as adopted by Congress. We shall have to wail, 
therefore, until the bill is passed before answering your 
question. 

M. M. B.—We have no information concerning Edward 
F. English, of Yankton, S.D., and we have no knowledge 
of any movement for securing men in the United States 
for service of the Chinese Imperial Reform army. It is 
certain, however, that neither English nor anyone 
else has any authority from the Chinese government to 
recruit men or to commission officers for service in Chin‘. 


Cc. E. C.—We do not find that the Aroostook was in the 
battle of Mobile Bay, though she was attached to the 
West Gulf Squadron at the time. Admiral Farragut dovs 
not mention her in his report of the battle. She was a 
little six-gun gunboat of 507 tons, commanded by Lieut. 
Comdr. Joseph S. Skerrett. As there has never been a 
Capt. Paul Stewart in the Navy or Army, we are not 
able to give you any information about him. 

A and B.—We can see no reason why an enlisted mai 
should not be given a place in the post chapel choir, 
provided his — is satisfactory, even though officers 
are included ong the members of the choir. Good 
singing by an enlisted man would seem to be better 
calculated tu promote a devotional frame of mind than 
inferior singing by an officer. It is nothing new for 
officers and enlisted men to sing in the same choir, nor 
for officers’ wives and their daughters to belong to a 
choir partly composed of enlisted men. Officers and en- 
listed men travel to Heaven by the same road. 

A SOLDIER.—If a man is tried for being absent with- 
out leave under the 32d Article of War, and is fired 
for that, and is then tried under the 62d Article of War 
without changing the specification, is not that trying a 
man twice for the same offense? Answer: Yes. But an 
ubsence without leave may involve two offenses: one 
under the 32d Article of War, for absence without leave 
from troop, battery or company, and the other under the 
62d Article of War for absence without leave during the 
same period from the post, station or camp.

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THE SUBMERSIBLES. 


In an article on submersibles La Siecle, of Paris, says 
that France has the only submersibles, other nations 
using only submarines. This is not quite correct ; either 
Russia or Japan has a submersible, and it is reported 
that Italy, Germany and Russia are proposing to adopt 
them. The American submersibles Proctor and Simon 
Lake claim a better record than the French boats, Un- 
doubtedly, however, France leads the world in under- 
water torpedoboats developed thus far. La Siecle further 
says: 

“Ten years ago one dreamed of creating a torpedoboat 
capable of running on the surface, plunging to evade the 
enemy and immediately fighting under water. ‘The first 
submersible, Narval, ordered in 1897 at Cherbourg, com- 
menced trials in 1899 and ended them in 1900. If this 
craft had excellent qualities, it had also serious defects, 
of which the principal were length of operation of sub- 
merging, thirty minutes being required, and this was too 
long. Tlowever, her inventor, Mr. Laubeuf, offered an- 
other plan that allowed ten minutes for submergence. Un- 
der these plans, May 1, 1900, the submersibles Silure and 
l’Espadon were ordered and tested in 1901 with complete 
success. This same year was very important because it 
seemed at the beginning to affirm some sort of a superior- 
ity of the submarine over the submersible type and in 
the last few months the opposite opinion prevailed. In- 
contestably the submarine underwent the tests better than 
the Narval, which took eighteen minutes to submerge. 

The successors of the Narval, the Sirene and Triton, 
which made tests in 1901, modified completely the opin- 
ion which resulted from competitive trials of January; 
the time for submergence was much less and the trials 
demonstrated that the time could be reduced. At the end 
of the year, the question was resolved in favor of the sub- 
mersible and the budget of 1901 provided for an order 
of thirteen submersibles. The Minister gave an order at 
Toulon to commence work on eight—Wider, Macreuse, 
Grebe, Cigogne, Aigrette, Marabout and Heron—and an 
order was given at Cherbourg for the Pluvier, Pingouin, 
Pelican, Plongeon and Vanneau. Of the submersibles 
two only were constructed, the Cigogne and Aigrette. The 
experience obtained in the preceding years did not seem 
sufficient ; the construction of the submarine was recom- 
mended, and with difficulty an order was placed for the 
last submersible, L’Omega, the name of which seemed to 
appear symbolic al. It was the last word for the submer- 
sible or the end of the submersible. The L’Omega has not 
commenced trials. However in 1904 competitive trials 
between the two types took place under water. 

At the Cherbourg station, which was well provided 
with both kinds, in continental tests, the speeds of the 
submersibles on the surface was perfect; under water 
their qualities were not less. Finally a competition was 
resolved upon, This took place at Cherbourg between the 
Aigrette, one of the two survivors of the thirteen sub- 
mersibles of 1902, which had been constructed at Toulon, 
and a submarine of experience, the Z, built at Rochefort, 
in 1901, The two craft were tested concurrently at the 
beginning of 1905, and finally in March last the following 
results were obtained: Speed on surface—Z, « 3 knots; 
Aigrette, 8.72 knots. Speed submerged—Z, 4.1 knots; 
Aigrette, 6.35 knots. 

The rapidity of submergence was equally tested with 
great care and the competitive craft in practical tests at 
sea has the following three submergences, the last of 
which was upon an unanticipated order: Z, 5 min. 30 
sec., 4 min. 30 sec., and 10 min. ; Aigrette, 4 min. 30 sec., 
4 min, 14 sec., and 5 min. 51 see, These results fully 
justified the decision of the Minister to order this year 
eighteen submersibles, and orders have been placed and 
divided between the arsenals: Cherbourg, twelve; Roche- 
fort, three, and Toulon, three. 

It seems to-day that the opinion upon the value of the 
two types can only be modified by competition, and that 
the partisans of the submersible recall the dream of old, 
that a surface torpedoboat can submerge at will. What- 
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ever may be the real qualities of the submersible, this 
dream has not yet been realized because the surface speed 
is slow. A torpedoboat having inferior speed to an enemy 
which desires to attack it will not be of use. It is in- 
contestable that an instrument has been found superior 
to the submarine, but it has only been compared with 
the submarine and people have only tried to endow it 
with the qualities of the submarine. One must realize 
a true progress in this class of ideas which can and must 
continue to progress. It would perhaps be dangerous to 
try to give the submersible a new role for which it is not 
intended.” 
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NAVAL DEEDS OF OUR FOREFATHERS. 


It is true, as we stated in our article on the centenary 
of Trafalgar, that Nelson and his great captains des- 
troyed the French and Spanish fleet; but the British 
fleet was almost equally undone. The gale which fol- 
lowed the battle made havoc of ships dismasted and 
shattered, unable to anchor because they had lost all 
riding gear. Of all Nelson’s prizes scarcely one remained 
to be added to the British navy. The Victory herself 
was towed with difficulty to Gibraltar. Commenting on 
Trafalgar, the London Engineer says: 

“There was much-of the wonderful about the naval 
deeds of our forefathers. Contrast the crews of modern 
navies with those on whom Nelson had to rely. In 1805 
the press gang was at work; our gaols were emptied. 
Men must be had at any cost. See how those men be- 
haved when the time came. What a wonderful change 
was wrought in them by the sea. Whence came that 
lust for fighting which made them unconquerable? The 
line-of-battleship was in effect a floating wooden battery. 
Very shortly after close action had been formed she be- 
‘ame unmanageable because of the loss of sails and 
spars and masts. The fighting was latterly hand to 
hand, the most destructive of all fighting. The ecarronade 
has been called a popgun; but a 32-pound gun, loaded 
with a round shot, and a canvas bag with 500 musket 
balls in it, fired at a range of a few feet, could not be 
regarded as a popgun by those in front of it. When 
the Victory passed under the stern of the Bucentaure 
she fired her entire broadside of fifty guns, as they came 
to bear, through the admiral’s cabin, and that single 
discharge killed and wounded 400 men, and dismounted 
twenty guns. There is no parallel, nothing at all ap- 
proaching such destruction wrought in so short a time 
in a modern sea fight by gun fire. A modern rifle will 
kill a man a mile away; but a blunderbus may dispose 
of ten times as many. at a range of fifty yards, and in 
a very exact sense Nelson’s battles were fought. with 
blunderbuses and not with rifles. So far as the power of 
working destruction is concerned, the great difference 
between the modern ship and its predecessors is range, 
but to imagine that there is more risk run in the present 
day than in the past, or that more courage is required, 
is to form an entirely erroneous riew of the facts.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

Considerable progress is reported on the Admiral Mak- 
aroff, a Russian armored cruiser now in hand at La 
Seyne, France. She will greatly resemble the Bayan, 
designed by the same man, M. L’Agane, but will be much 
more efficient. The armament will include two guns of 
8-inch caliber, eight 6-inch, twenty 3-inch and eight 6- 
pounders. There will be two submerged torpedo tubes. 
The Monitor says that, in addition to the Admirak Mak- 
aroff, two other armored cruisers of the same type have 
been laid down in Russian yards, as well as a new Bayan, 
which has been begun at Galerny Island. There has been 
launched at Helsingfors a torpedo cruiser. which has re- 
ceived the name of General Kondratenko, in honor of the 
brave defender of Port Arthur. It is also stated that 
the work upon the battleships Pavel I, and Andrei Per- 
yosvannyi has been suspended, for the singular reason 
that the engines are too big for the space allowed for 
them. A committee is investigating this question, and 
similar trouble is said to have arisen in the case of the 
battleships Ioann Zlatoust and Evstafi, which are both 
being constructed in the Black Sea. 

During the recent naval maneuvers three German bat- 
tleships touched the ground, the Kaiser Wilhelm IL, 
Brandenburg, and Friedrich Carl. The Kaiser Wilhelm 
lost a part of her false keel, but was able to take a part 
jn the maneuvers. The Friedrich Carl suffered great 
damage, and was docked at Wilhelmshaven, where the 
repairs have occupied some time. 

The French armored cruiser Sully will be a total loss. 
All efforts to float her were in vain, and she got more 
and more damaged in the typhoons. A great deal of ma- 
terial was taken out of her, and a later despatch from 
Saigon says that she has slipped into deep water, the 
funnel alone being visible. The back of the ship is 
broken, but, fortunately, no life has been lost. 

The occupants of a service cutter belonging to H.M.S. 
Carnarvon, in the Mediterranean Fleet, had laid a mine 
in line with the buoy set out for the purpose, and had 
pulled away to what was considered a safe distance. 
When everything was ready the mine was exploded, and 
the cutter with its occupants was thrown high into the 
air, falling back into the water. Though the boat was 
much damaged, the men escaped without injury. 

The British Medical Journal, commenting on the very 
heavy losses among the German troops from disease, in 
ihe campaign against the Hottentots, says that the ex- 
pedition is the sort of military operation which the Brit- 
ish army is constantly carrying on all over the world, 
and that a similar sickness-rate and death-rate in a force 
of corresponding size, even under climatic conditions in- 
comparably less healthy, would have caused a tremendous 
public outery. 

There is as yet no official information available con- 
cerning the experiments in the use of oil fuel which have 
been in progress during the past three years in the Brit- 
ish naval vessels, Mars, Hannibal, Prince George, Bed- 
ford and some torpedoboats. 

According to a German paper, the German cruiser 
Wacht is to be equipped with steam turbines, and will be 
constructed by a private firm of shipbuilders. 

A series of trials will shortly take place at Lydd, Eng- 
land, with a view to securing the better protection of 
magazines from attack by high angle fire. 

It has been decided that officers commanding the Brit- 
ish Royal Artillery and Chief Engineers in the army com- 
mands at home, are in future to be of the rank of colonel, 
instead of major generals, as under the Army Corps sys- 
tem. 

Major Westmore’s application of space telegraphy to 
his motor ear, by which he can communicate with his 
residence while on the run, should, says the Gaulois, be 
employed in the army for reconnaissances instead of cav- 
alry, officers’ raids, and cyclist companies, the extreme 
mobility of the car rendering it almost invulnerable. 

The injury to the stern of the Duncan, battleship, 
caused by the recent collision with the Albion, battleship, 
is not of a serious nature. Part of the stern gallery was 
carried away, the starboard after spring pipe broken, and 
the plates below it bent in and some rivets started. One 
of the blades of the starboard propeller was also injured. 

Tokio despatches indicate that the Japanese govern- 
ment intends to increase the standing army from thirteen 
to twenty divisions so that it can fulfil the obligations 
of the fresh coalition with England. 

The German government, The Associated Press is 
informed, will not propose to the Reichstag an increase 
in the navy beyond the additions previously determined 
upon, which were six large cruisers and thirty-five tor- 
pedo boats. 

The importance of removing all unnecessary objects 
from the decks of men of war was emphasized on hoard 
the Japanese Mikasa, on which twenty-three men were 
killed or wounded by the fragments of an optic telegraph 
that had been hit by a bomb. 

The Russian gunboat Gaidamak, which was sunk at 
Port Arthur, was refloated Oct. 7. 

Question is raised in England as to the wisdom of with- 
drawing the troops from the West Indies. After spend- 
ing $25,000 in fortifying St. Lucia as a coaling station, 
the works there are to be abandoned. The Royal Com- 
mission of 1879 recommends the concentration of the 


scattered garrison in Jamaica, St. Lucia, and Barbados, 
and it was from the latter place that troops were called 
to Trinidad to quell the last rising. 


BATTLE OF LIAO-YANG REVIEWED. 


In a lecture on the battle of Liao-Yang and the use 
made of troops in that battle, translated for the General 
Staff from the Spanish by Capt. W. R. Dashiell, 24th 
Inf., Colonel Buinitzky, professor in the Academy of 
Engineers, St. Petersburg, as reported in the Rusky In- 


valid, asserted that the Russians, recognizing from the 
beginning of the campaign the great importance of Liao- 
Yang as one of the few points where the different roads 
of Southern Manchuria converge, established fortifica- 
tions there which were lengthened and strengthened 
as the forces arrived and in proportion to the delay in the 
Japanese advance. This explains why the fortifications 
were so perfected that the Russians were able to repel 
the attacks of the enemy Sept. 1, 2 and 3 and to accom- 
plish their retreat without loss of material. As the 
result of a careful study of the operations of the two 
armies on the right bank of the Taitseho, Colonel Bui- 
nitzky concludes that the battle of Liao-Yang was lost, 
not because the position of Sykwantun was insufficiently 
fortified, but because too many troops were left in the 
forts on the left bank of the river; forty-eight battalions, 
where twenty would have sufficed. If General Kuropat- 
kin had contented himself with this small number as the 
garrison for the trenches on the left bank, he would 
have been able to send from twenty to twenty-five bat- 
talions to the left bank of the Taitseho when the battle 
was found to be going against the Russians; this would 
have been sufficient to give him the victory. Colonel 
Buinitzky explains that General Kuropatkin was forced 
to do this, because “in the Russian army little confidence 
was entertained in the power of resistance of the fortifica- 
tions themselves.” 

Col. C. V. Zepelin, in Militiir Wochenblatt (No. 155), 
agrees with these arguments and thinks this explanation 
is significant in view of the natural desire of the lec- 
turer to avoid criticising the commander-in-chief while 
the war lasted. He interprets it to mean that General 
Kuropatkin failed to retain a reserve force under his im- 
mediate orders, so that this reserve was lacking at the 
critical moment, just when their services would have been 
needed; that the fortified position to the south of Liao- 
Yang was so strong that the Russians should have been 
able to form a strong general reserve assembled in rear 
of the left wing of their position or to have made use 
of some of the battalions which garrisoned the principal 
line of forts by sending them to the right bank of the 
Taitseho. If the Russians had applied this “European 
theory” the battle of Liao-Yang, according to all proba- 
bilities, would have resulted in a victory for them. The 
general conclusion is that the established principles of 
strategy lose none-of their force in their application 
to the operations of war in Manchuria,
